SECOXD CO.XGRESS, FIRST SESSION, MAYS, 1864, TO JUNE U, 1864. 

The lirst session of the Second Congress commenced this dsiy, con- 
formably to the Constitution and laws of the Confederate States, and 
the Senate assembled at the citj- of Richmond.

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The Hon. R. M. T. Hunter, President of the Senate pro tempore, 
resumed the chair. 

Mr. Doi tch presented the credentials of the Hon. William A. brra- 
harn, elected a Senator by the i^etieral a.s,sembl3^ of the State of North 
Carolina for the term of six years, from and after the I7th day of 
February, A. D. 1864; which were read, and the oath prescribed by 
the Constitution baring been administered to Mr. Graham, he took 
his seat in the Senate. 

Mr. Jemison presented the credentials of the Hon. Kichard W. 
Walker, elected a Senator by the general assembly of the State of 
Alabama for the term of six years, from and after the I7th day of Feb- 
ruary, 1864; which were read, and the oath prescribed by the Con- 
stitution having been administered to Mr. Walker, he took his seat in 
the Senate. 

Mr. Brown pi-eserited tlie credentials of the Hon. John W. C. Watson, 
elected a Senator by the general assembly of the State of Mississippi 
for the term of six years, from and after the 17th day of February, 
186-1: ; which were read, and the oath prescribed by the Constitution 
having been administered to Mr. Watson, he took his seat in the Senate. 

The Hon. James M. Baker, from the State of Florida, whose creden- 
tials were presented at the last session, attended; and the oath pre- 
scribed bv the Coristilution having been administered to Mr. Baker, 
he took his seat in the Senate. 

The Hon. Robert W. Johnson, from the State of Arkansas, whose 
ciedcnl isils were presented at the last session, attended; and the oath 
pr(\s( l ibed l)y the Constitution having been administered to Mr. John- 
son, he took his seat in the Senate. 

The Hon. William E. Simm.'^, from the State of Kentucky, whose 
credentials were presented at the last session, attended; and the oath 
prescribed ))y tlie Constitution having been administered to Mr. Simms, 
he took his seat in the Senate. 

On motion ))y Mr. Orr, 

The Senate proceeded to the election of a President pro tempore; and 
The Hon. 11. M. T. Hunter was duly elected. 
On motion by Mi\ Orr, 

The Senate proceeded to the election of a Secretary; and on count- 
ing the ballots, it appeared that .Fames H. Nash was duly elected. 

Mr. Nash attended; and the prescribed oaths were administered to 
him by the President pro tempore. 

Mr. Henry submitted the following resolution; which was considered 
and agreed to: 

Resolved, That Lafayette H. Fitzhugh be appointed Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate, 
and that James Page be appointed Doorkeeper of the Senate and John Wads worth, 
Assistant Doorkeeper. 

Mr. Fitzhugh, Mr. Page, and Mr. Wadsworth severally attended; 
and the prescribed oaths were administered to them severally by the 
President pro tempore. 

On motion hy Mr. Orr, 

Ordered, That the Secretary inform the House of Representatives 
that a quorum of the Senate has assembled, and that the Senate have 
elected the Hon. R. M. T. Hunter, a Senator from the State of Vir- 
ginia, President pro tempore, and James H. Nash, Secretary, and are 
now ready to proceed to business. 

On motion by Mr. Orr, 
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Ordered^ That the daily hour of meeting of the Senate be 12 o'clock 
until otherwise ordered. 

A message from the House of Representatives, by Mr. Dalton: 

Mr. President: I am directed to inform the Senate that a quorum of the House of 
Kepresentatives has assembled; that Thomas 8. Bocock, one of the Representatives 
from the State of Virginia, has been chosen Speaker, and Albert K. Lamar, of 
Georgia, Clerk; and that the House is ready to proceed to business. 

The House of liepresentatives have passed a resolution for the appointment of a 
committee, jointly with such committee as may be appointed on the part of the 
Senate, to wait on the President of the Confederate States and inform him that a 
quorum of each House is assembled, and that Congress is ready to receive any com- 
munication he may be pleased to make; and have appointed Mr. Sexton of ^exas, 
Mr. Rives of Virginia, and Mr. Gilmer of North Carolina the committee on their part. 

Mr. Johnson of Arkansas submitted the following resolution; which 

was considered and agreed to: 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed, jointly with the committee appointed 
on the part of the House of Representatives, to wait on the President of the Confeid- 
erate States and inform liim that a quorum of each House has assembleil, and that 
Congress is ready to receive any communication he may be pleased to make. 

Ordered, That the committee be appointed by the President pro 
tempore; and 

Mr. Johnson of ^Lrkansas, Mr. Semmes, and Mr. Brown were 
appointed. 

Mr. Johnson of Arkansas submitted the following resolution; which 
was considered and agreed to: 

Resolved, That the Senate will, at half past twelve o'clock to-morrow, proceed to 
the appointment of the standing committees of the Senate. 

Mr. Johnson of Arkansas, from the committee appointed on the 
part of the Senate, jointly with the committee appointed on the part 
of tlie House of Representatives, to wait on the President of the Con- 
federate States and inform him that a quorum of each House has 
assembled, and that Congress is ready to receive any communication he 
may be pleased to make, reported that they had performed the duty 
assigncid them, and that the President replied that he would immedi- 
ately make a communication to the two Houses of Congress. 

On motion by Mr. Orr, 

Ordered, That the Senate will, to-morrow and thereafter during the 
present session, meet in the chamber of the Virginia senate. 

The following message was received from the President of the Con- 
federate States, by Mr. B. N. Harrison, his Secretary: 
To the Senate and House of liepresentatives of the Confederate States of America: 

You are assembled under circumstances of deep interest to your country, and it is 
fortunate that coming, aa you do, newly elected by the people and familiar with the 
condition of the various localities, you will be the better able to devise measures 
adapted to meet the wants of the public service without imposing unnecessary bur- 
tiiens on the citizen. The brief period which has elapsed since the last adjournment 
of Congress has not affoi-ded sufficient opportunity to test the eflicacy of the most 
important laws then enacted, nor have the events occurring in the interval tieen such 
as materially to cliange the state of the country. 

The unjust war commenced against us in violation of the rights of the States, and 
in usurpation of power not delegated to the Government of the United States, is still 
characterized by the barbarism with which it has heretofore been conducted by the 
enemy. Aged men, helpless women and children appeal in vain to the humanity 
which should be inspired by their condition for immunity from arrest, incarceration, 
or banishment from their homes. Plunder and devastation of the property of non- 
combatants, destruction of private dwellings and even of edifices devoted to the wor- 
ship of God, expeditions organized for the sole purpose of sacking cities, consigning 
them to the flames, killing the imarmed inhabitants, and inflicting horrible outrages 
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on women and children, are some of the constantly recurring atrocities of theinvader. 
It can not reasonably be pretended that such acts conduce to any end which their 
authors dare avow before the civilized world, and sooner or later Christendom must 
mete out to them the condemnation which such brutality deserves. The suffering 
thus ruthlesslv inflicted upon the people of the invaded districts has served but to 
illustrate their patriotism. Entire unanimity and zeal for their country's cause have 
been preeminentlv conspicuous among those whose sacrifices have been greatest. So, 
the Army which has borne the trials and dangers of the war; which has been sub- 
jected to privations and disappointments (tests of manly fortitude far more severe 
than the brief fatigues and perils of actual combat), has been the center of cheerful- 
ness and hope. From the camp comes the voice of the soldier patriots invoking 
each wlio is at home, in the sphere he best may hll_, to devote his whole energies to 
the support of a cause, in the success of \vhicli their confidence has never faltered. 
They, the veterans of many a hard-fought field, tender to their country, .without 
limit of time, a service of priceless value to us, one which posterity will hold in grate- 
ful remembrance. 

In considering; the state of the country, the reflection is naturally suggested that 
this is the Third Congress of the Confederate States of America. The I'rovisional 
Government was formed, its Congress held four sessions, lived its appointed term, 
and passed away. The Permanent (Government was then organized, its different 
departments establislicd, a Congress elected which also held four sessions, served its 
full constitutional term, and expired. You, the Second Congress under the Perma- 
nent Government, are now assembled at the time and place appointed by law for 
commencing your session. All these events have passed into history, notwithstand- 
ing the threat of our prompt subjugation, made three years ago, by a people that 
presume to assert a title to govern States, whose separate and independent sover- 
eignty was recognized by treaty with France and Great Britain in the last century 
and remained umju<stioncd for nearly three generations. Yet these very Govern- 
ments, in disregard of duty and treat}' ol3ligatif)ns which bind them to recognize, as 
independent, Virginia and other Confederate States, persist in countenancing by 
moral influence, if not in aiding by unfair and partial action, the claim set up by the 
executive of a foreign government, to exercise despotic sway over the States thus 
J'ecognized and treat the invasion of them by their former limited and special agent 
as though it were the attempt of a sovereign to sujipress a rebellion against lawful 
autliority. Ungenerous advantage has been taken of our present condition, and our 
rights have been violated, our vessels of war detained in porta to which they had 
been invited by proclamations of neutrality, and in one inistahce our flag also insulted 
where ttie sacred right of asylum Was supposed to be secure; while one of these Gov- 
ernments has contented itself with simpiy deprticating, by deferential representations, 
the conduct of our enemy in the constantly recurring instances of his contemptuous 
disregard of neutral rights and flagrant violations of public law. It may be that for- 
eign governments, like our enemies, have mistaken our desire for peace unreservedly 
expressed for evidence of exhaustion and have thence inferred the probability of 
success in the effort to subjr^ate or exterminate the millions of human beings who 
in these States prefer any fate to submission to their savage assailants. I see no 
prospect of an early change in the course heretofore pursued by these Governments; 
but wdien this delusion shall have been dispelled, and when our independence, by 
the valor and fortitude of our people, shall have been won against all the hostile 
in(incuc<w (;omlnue<l against us, and can no longer be ignored by ojien foes or pro- 
fessed ncntnUt:, this war will have left with its proud memories a record of many 
wrongs which it may not ndsbecome us to forgive, some for which we nuiv not [prop- 
erly forbear from demandhjg redress. In the meantiine it is enougli for iis to k wn\ 
that every avenue of negotiation is closed against us; that our enemy is making 
renewed and strenuous efforts for our destruction, and that the sole resource for us 
as a people secure in the justice of our cauSfe, and holding our liberties to be more 
precious than all other earthly possessions, is to combine and applv every available 
element of power for their defense and preservation. 

On the subject of the exchange of prisoners I greatlv regret to be unable to give 
you satisfactory information. The CTOvernment of the United States, while persists 
mg in failure to execute the terms of the cartel, make occasional deliveries of prison- 
ers, and then suspend action without apparent cause. I confess my inability to 
comprehend their policy or purpose. The prisoners held by us, in spite of humane 
care, are i)erishing from the inevitable effects of imprisonment, and the homesickne^ 
produced by the hopelessness of release from confinement. The speeta:c1e of their 
suffering augments our longing desire to relieve from similar trials our own bra%% 
men who have spent so many weary months in a cruel and useless imprisonment, 
end ured with heroic constancy. The delivery, after a suspension of some weeks, Im 
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just: been resumed by the enemy, but as they give no assurance of intentto carry out 
the cfirtel, an interruption of the exchange iiiay recur at any moment. 

The reports of the Departments, herewith submitted, are referred to for full infor- 
mation in relation to the mattera appertaining to each. There are two of them on 
which I deem it necessary to make special remark. The report of the Secretary Of 
the Treasury states facts justifying the conclusion that the law passed at the last 
session for t"he purpose of withdrawing from circulation the large excess of Treasury 
notes heretofore issued, has had tiie desired effect, and that by the 1st of July the 
amount in circulation will have been reduced to a sum not exceeding 1230,000,000. 
It is believed to be of primary importance that no further issue of notes should take 
place, and that the use of the credit of the Government should be restricted to the 
two other modes provided by Congress, viz, the sale of bonds and the issue of cer- 
tifieatcH bearing interest, for the price of supplies purchased within our limits. The 
law, as it now ftands, authorizes the issue by the Treasury of new notes to the 
extent of two-thirds of the amount received under its provisions. The estimate of 
the amount funded under the law Is shown to be 1300,000,000, and if two-thirds of 
this sum be reissued, we shall have an addition of $200,000,000 to our circulation, 
belie\ ed to be already ample for the business of the country. The addition of this 
large sum to the. volume of the currency would be attended by disastrous effects, and 
would produce the speedy recurrence of the evils from which the funding law has 
rescued the country. If our arms are crowned with the success which we have so 
much reason to hope, we may well expect that this war (!an not be prolonged beyond 
the (current year, and nothing would so much retard the beneficent influence of peace 
on all the interests of our country as the existence of a great mass of currency not 
redeemable in coin. With our va.st resources, the circulation, if restricted to its present 
volume, would be ea.'ih- manageable, and by gradual absorption in payment of public 
dues, would give place to the precious metals, the only basis of a currency adapted 
to commerce with foreign countries. In our present circumstances I know of no 
mode of providing for the ))nl)lic wants which would entail sacrifices so great as a 
fresh issue of Treasury notes, and i trust that you will concur in the propriety of 
absolutely forbidding any increase of those now in circulation. 

Officers have been appointed and dispatched to the trans-Mississippi States, and 
the necessary m(!asures taken for the execution of the laws enacted to obviate delays 
in adniiiiisteTiiig the Treasui-y and other I'lxecutive Departments in those States, but 
suliieieiU time has not elapsed to ascertain the results. 

In relation to thi: most iniiK)rtant of all subjects at the present time — the efficiency 
of our arujies in tlie lield — it is gratifying to a.ssare you that, the disciphue and instruc- 
tion <if the troops have kept ptici'^ w ith tlie improvement in material and equipment. 

have reason to coniiralulate ourselves on the results of the legislation on this 
subject, and on the increased administrative energy in the different bureaus of the 
War Department, and may not unreasonably indulge anticipations of commensurate 
success in the ensuing campaign. 

The organization of reserves is in progress, and it is hoped they will be valuable in 
affording local protection without requiring details and detachments from active 
force. 

Among the recommendations eontaineil in the report of tlie Secretarj' of War, 
your attiiiition is sj)e(^ially invited to tho.se in which legislation is suggested on the 
following subjects, viz: 

The tenure of office of the general officers in the Provisional Army, and a jiroper 
discrimination in the compen.sation of the different grades. 

The provision required in aid of invalid officers who have reigned in consequence 
of \\ oun(ls, or of sickness <'.ontracted while in service. 

The amendnient of the law which deprives otlicers in the field of the privilege of 
purchasing rations, and thus adds to their embarrassment, instead of conferring the 
benefit intende<l. 

'f1ie organisation of the genenil staff of the Army, in relation to which a special 
message will shortly be addressed to you, containing the reasons which compelled 
me to withhold my approval of a bill passed by your predecessors at too late a jieriod 
of the session to allow time for returning it for their reconsideration. 

The necessity for an increase in the allowance now ma^de for the transportation of 
olficers traveling under orders. 

The mode of providing officers for the execution of the conscript laws. 

The means of securing greater dispatch and more regular administration of justice 
in (!xan lining and disposing of the records of cases reported from the courts-martial 
and military courts in the Army. 

The recent events of the war are highly creditable to our troops, exhibiting enei^y 
and vigilance combined with the habitual gallantry which they have taught us to 
expect oil all occasions. We have been cheered by important and valuable sue- 
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cesses in Florida, northern Mississippi, western Tennessee and Kentucky, western 
Louisiana and eastern Jvorth Carolina, reflecting the highest honor on the skill and 
conduct of our commanders, and on the incomparable soldiers whom it is their 
privilege to lead. A naval attack on Mobile was so successfully repulsed at the 
outer vt orks that the attempt was abandoned, and the nine months' siege of Charles- 
ton has been practically suspended, leaving that noble city and its fortresses imperish- 
able nioiiuiuents to the skill and fortitude of its defenders. The armies in northern 
tieorgia and in northern Virginia still oppose with unshaken front a formidable 
barrier to the progress of the invader; and our generals, armies, and people are 
animated by cheerful confidence. 

Let us tlien, while resolute in devoting all our energies to securing the realiza- 
tion of the bright auspices which encourage ns, not forget that our humble and 
most grateful thanks are due to Him, without whose guidance and protecting care 
all human efforts are of no avail, and to whose interposition are due the manifold 
snccessos -with which we have been cheered.

Mr. Johnson of Arkansas submitted the following resolution for

Jiemlved {the House of Jtepresentativea concurring). That the Piwident of the Senate 
and the Speaker of the House of Representatives adjourn their respective Houses, 
sine die, ou Monday, the sixteenth day of May, instant, at twelve o'clock meridian. 

Mr. Hill presented the memorial of officers of Anderson's ])rigade, 
praying a change in the law granting rations to officers of the Army; 
which was referred to the Committee on Military Affairs. 

Mr. Sparrow presented the memorial of Messrs. Wedderburn & 
Alfriend, proprietors of the Southern Literary Messenger, praying 
exemption from military service; which was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs. 

Mr. Sparrow (by leave) introduced 
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A bill (S. 1) to provide and organize a general staff for service in 
the field, to serve during the war; 

which was read the first and second times and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Militarj;^ Affairs. 
Mr. Brown (by^ leave) introduced 

A bill (S. 2) for the establishment and equalization of the grades of 
oflicers of the Navy, and for other purposes; 

wliich was read the first and second times and referred to the Commit- 
tee on JMaval Affairs. 

Mr. Dortch (by leave) introduced 

A joint resolution (S. 1) of thanks to Major-General Hoke and Com- 
mander Cooke and the officers and men under their command for the 
brilliant victory over the enemy at Plymouth, N. C; 
which was read the first and second times and considered as in Com- 
mittee of the Whole; and no amendment being proposed, it was 
reported to the Senate. 

Ordered^ That it be engrossed and read a third time. 

The said resolution was read the third time. 

Resolved, That it pass, and that the title thereof be as aforesaid. 

OrdeTed, That the Secretary request the concurrence of the House 
of Representatives therein. 

Mr. Grraham submitted the following resolution; which was consid- 
ered and agreed to: 

Resolved, Tliat the Committee on Finance be instructed to inquire into the expe- 
diency of amending the act to tax, fund, and Umit the currency, passed at the last 
session of Congress, so as to provide that bonds of the Confederate States to be received 
by any State in pursuance of the twelfth section of said act shall be coupQU bonds, 
and exempt from taxation, and that all Confederate notes of any of the old issues 
held by any State on the first day of April, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, may, at 
the option of such State, be exchanged for such bonds, or for Treasury notes of the 
new issue; and further, that all just demands of any State against the Confederate 
Government accruing but unpaid, prior to the said first day of April, shall be paid 
in Treasury notes of the new issue provided for by said act. 

Mr. Orr (by leave) introduced 

A bill (S. 3) to authorize oflScers of the Army and JS'avy to purchase 
rations; 

which was read the first and second times and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. 

Mr. Orr presented the petition of emploj^ees and detailed men in the 
Quartermaster's and other departments at Columbia, S. C, pi'aying 
additional compensation; which was referred to the Committee on 
Finance. 

Mr. Orr submitt d the following resolution; which was considered 
and agreed to: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Printing be instructed to inquire and report the 
causes of delay in executing the printing of the laws passed bv the Provisional Con- 
gress and other public printing ordered by the Senate during "the last Congress, and 
what, if any, order is necessary to secure its execution.

The action of the Senate on the nominations for field officers of the Eleventh 
Mississippi Regiment, which occurred on the eve of your adjournment at the last 
session, was not communicated to me till after the adjournment. I was thus unable 
to return the nomination of Colonel Green for your reconsideration (his rejection 
appearing to have been based on an error), and have kept the whole subJeGt open 
for further action at the present session, when you could be informed of the factsa 

The resolution of the Senate is in the following words: 
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"Resolti'd, That the nomination of F. M. Green, to be colonel of the Eleventh 
Mississippi Regiment, be rejected, for the reason that in the opinion of the Senate 
W. B. Low ry is the senior and ranking officer." 

1 1 the Senate had at the same time suspended its action on the other nominations 
there could have been no difficulty in awaiting its present session for a settlement of 
the legal rights of the officers of this regiment, which cannot be affected by the 
action of the Executive or the Senate, or of both combined, inasmuch as they are 
vested by act of Congress, which has the constitutional power to determine the rules 
of promotion in the service. But, probably not perceiving in the press of business 
at the close of the session what would be the result of its action if carried into effect, 
the Senate confirmed the nominations of the lieutenant-colonel and major, thus 
subordinating to two of his juniors tlie senior captain of the regiment, who had been 
in command of it, to the entire satisfaction of his superiors, for more than nine months, 
and A\ ho iuid been adjudged to be the senior captain, after an examination of the 
rights of tho different claimants for seniority, at the War Department. 

1 was compelled, in order to avoid tliis result, to decline commissioning either of 
the field officers confirmed by you, leaving each of the captains in his former rank 
of captain, and leaving Captain Green in command of the regiment till your atten- 
tion bad been called to tlie case, and full information was placed within your reach. 

The law and facts appear to me to admit of but one conclusion, and they are, now 
presented aa succinctly as possible: 

First. In this regiuu^nt, originally enlisted for twelve months. Captain Ijowry was 
senior to Captain (ii-eeu. 

Second. I'nder the act No. 30G of rrovisional Congress (11th December, 1861) 
Captain Oeen's company reenlisted foi- the war, and ho was reelected captain under 
tlie provisions of the fourth section; and by the terms of the ai'.t No. 397 of 15tli Feb- 
ruary, 1862 (which may have been overlooked by the Senate), his commission under 
this reelection took date from his former commission, so that he is a captain of the 
year 1861. 

Third. On Kith April, 1862, the conscript law was passed at tho first session of the 
Permanent Congress, and by its first section all companies whose original term of 
service was for twelve months were allowed the ])rivilege of reorganizing and electing 
otiicers, "who shall l)e commissioned by tlie Presich^iit.'' But Congress did not 
extend to the officers thus reelecteil t)ie privilege of back dates to their commissions, 
which had fieen accorded l>y tlie Provisional Congress to those who voluntarily 
reenlisted under the bonnty and furlough laws. 

Only two companies of the Eleventh Regiment volunteered reenlistnient, of which 
Captain tireen's was one and Captain Franklni's the other. The remaining com- 
panies were reenlisted by conscription. Captain Franklin is no longer in the service. 
Under the laws as they stand on the statute book, Captain (Ireeii's commission is 
the only one in the regiment that bears date in 18(>1. The remaining commissions, 
being ail under the conscript act of 1862, are necessarily sulisequent to its passage. 

It is due to candor to observe that tho conclusion readied by the Senate in its 
resolution that Captain Lowry was the senior captain is in conformity with a gen- 
eral order issued by the A\ ar Department on the 9th July, 1862 (General Orders, No. 
47, par. 4). But many complaints having be(inmade against the effects of this order, 
the whole subject was carefully investigated by me, and that order was modified on 
the 5th March, 1863, by General Orders, No. 24, paragi aph 1. When, therefore, in 
the following May, the quei^tion of seniority between Captains Green and Low-ry was 
presented to me"for decision, the question of law Avas no longer open, and notliing 
remained but to ascertain the facts, w Inch were found to be in accordance with the 
foregoing narrative. 

I now respectfully send again to the Senate the nomination of Captain Green to 
tho office for which it has not been suggested he is incompetent, which he held for 
many months, and to which, according to my best judgment, ho has rights vested in 
him "by the law: . I am confident the Senate wonld never have consented to preju- 
dice those rights if thov had been in full possession of the facts.

Resolved, That the Constitution of the Confederate States is, as to the States and 
between them, a compact; and that each has, as in all cases of compacts between 
sovereigns, a perfect right to declare its true intent and meaning; and that the citi- 
zens of each State are bound by such decision.

some depositary, to be funded in six per cent bonds, which shall be issued in the 
same manner and shall contain the same pledges and guarantees as the bonds author- 
ized to be issued by the sixth section of the actio which this is an amendment; and 
all notes of such issue or denomination which shall not be presented and filed within 
the time specified in such notice shall cease to be current and shall not be receiv- 
able by the Government in payment of taxes or other public dues, but shall only be 
fundable in four per cent bonds, to be iasucrl in accordance with the provisions of the 
first section of the act to which this is an amendment, 

It was determined in the negative.

The specie value from time to time shall 
be ascertained under rules and regulations to be prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury,

Mr. Oldham, from the Committee on Commerce, to whom was 
referred the bill (S. 30) to amend an act to impose regulations upon 
the foreign commerce of the Confedei'ate States to provide for the 
public defense, approved February 6, 1864, reported it without 
amendment. 

The Senate proceeded, as in Committee of the Whole, to the con-

Mr. Jemison (by leave) introduced 

A bill (S. 4:2) to legalize the organization of eight companies of 
cadets in the State of Alabama; 

which was read the first and second times and referred to the Commit- 
tee on Militarj' Affairs. 

The Senate proceeded, as in Committee of the Whole, to the con- 
sideration of the bill (S. 20) to establish a bureau of foreign supplies. 

On the question to agree to the following reported amendment, viz: 
Strike out all after the enacting clause and insert: 

That for the purpose of exporting cotton and other produce to supply, by no 

im].)orts, the military and other necessitie.? of the Government during the continu- 
ance, ot tlie war with the United States, an independent bureau of the War Depart- 
ment i)e estabHslied, to be entitled "The Bureau of Foreign Supplies." 

Skc. 2. That the said bureau shall be charged with the purchase ot cotton and 
other produce for export, and witli the sale of the isinic, and with all tlie duties and 
expenditures connected with tlie purchase and import of munitions of war and such 
other supplies as uiay be required by the several Departments of the Government. 

Sisc. 3. That all steamers now owned by any of the Departments of the Govern- 
ment, and used to supply their necessities from abroad, may be continued in that 
use, but shall be turned over to the Xavy Department, to be officered, manned, 
equipped, and sailed, under direction ot the Secretary of the Navy. 

Sec. 4. That the chief of this bureau shall, uiider the Secretary of War, have full 
power to purchase and contract for sucli vessels and steamers, to i)e owned wholly or 
in part by the {iovernment, as may be necessary for the dischai-ge of the duties 
imposed upon the bureau, and to obtain the general objects of its establishment, as 
sot forth in the first section of this act: Promled, That in the purchase of such ves- 
sels the cliief of said bureau shall be guided By an officer of the Kavy, and that 
all vessels in which the Government has a controlling interest may be delivered to 
the Secretary of the Navy, to be officered, manned, equipped, and sailed under his 
diro^ction. 

Sec. 5. That all permits or licenses for the exportation of cotton or other 
domestic produce on private account that may be authorized by the act of Congress 
entitled "An act to impose regulations upon the foreign commerce of the Confederate 
States to provide for the publicdefen.se" shall be issued from this bureau, under such 
regulations as may be prescribed in the said act or under any authority granted 
therein to the President, the Secretary of War, or other Department, and under such, 
conditions as niay ha effectual to secure the fulfillment of the objects of the present 
act: Provided, That nothing in the present act shall be construed to affect the export: 
of any cotton or otlier produce under the control of the Treasury or other Depart- 
ment to secure any of tiie bonds or obligations of the Confederate States. 

Sec. 6. That tlie said bureau shall cause to be paid into the Tr^ury all moneys 
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that may accrue from tho sales of cotton and other produce that may be disposed of 
under its authority, and that the proceeds shall be apportioned among the severjU 
Departments, under instructions of the President, and be drawn for as in other cases 
of appropriations. 

Sro. 7. That tho said bureau sliali coiisi.st of one colonel and one lieutenant- 
colonel, with the pay and allowances of officers of artillery, who may be appointed 
from civil life, and shall be men of coinmercial experience and capacity, and such 
inferior officere as may be assigned to that duty, with such agents and clerks as may 
be deemed necessary by the President, whose compensation shall be fixed by the 
Secretary of War. 

Sec. 8. That the chief of said bureau may appoint suitable purchasing agents of 
known integrity and business capacity, who shall he charged with the purchase 
of cotton and other produce and the transiiortation of the same to points for ship- 
ment, under regulations to be prcscriljed by the chief of said bureau, under tlie 
approval of the ProsicUiiit and Secretary of War. Each of said agents shall, before 
entering upon bis (kities, give bond, with good and. sufficient security, to be approved 
by the chief of saiil ljureau, conditioned for the faithful performance of his duty, and 
shall also take and sul)scribe an oath before some officer authorized by law to 
administer the same tiiat lie will not, directly or indirectly, be engaged in' the pur- 
chase or sale, on private account, for himself or any other person, of any cotton or 
other produce appertaining to his said agency while so employed as agent of 
the Government. 

Sec. 9. That any officer or agent connected with said bureau who shall be guilty 
of buying or selling, directly or indirectly, on private acc'ount, for himself or any 
other person, any cotton or other produce of which said bureau is charged with the 
purchase, shall, upon conviction before any court of the Confederate States having 
jurisdiction, be fined by the court in a sum not exceeding dollars, and be 

imprisoned for a term not less than nor more than years. 

Sec. 10. That there shall be established an agency of said bureau, and auxiliary 
thereto, for the States west of the Missis.'5ip])i River, the officers of wfiich shall con- 
sist of one lieutenant-colonel of artiller)-, who may be apj)ointed from civil life, and 
shall be a man of ('ommercial e,x:pcrienco and ca}>acity, and such inferior officers as 
may be assigned to that duty, with such agents as may bo deemed necessary by the 
President, wlioso compensation shall be fixed by tlio Secretary of War. Said agency 
shall establish its odicc; at such place in the States west of tiio Mississippi River as 
may be selected liy the chief officer tlioreof, and shall be charged with the purchMC 
and exportation of cotton and other produce, and the importation of nuinitions of 
war and other supplies for the Army of the Trans- Misaissijipi Department, and such 
otlier supplies as may be needed by the Governnient, or any of its Departments in 
said military department. 

Sec. 11. S^ich agency, and the chief officer thereof, shall possess like power and 
duties for tho States west of the ]\Iississi|)pi River as art", conferred hy this act upon 
said bureau and the chief officer thereof, but subordinate and subject to said bureau. 

Sec. 12. That tlie purchasing agents west of the Mississippi River shall take the 
oath an<l give bond as provi<le<l iu the eighth section of this act; and the officers and 
agents shall be subject to tlie penalties prescribed by tho ninth section, if found 
guilty of the offense therein specified. 

Sec. 13. That the said agency shall have power to establish such interior depots 
for the receipt of cotton and other produce intended for exportation into or through 
Mexico, as may be deemed necessary and proper, and may also preseril)e rules and 
regulations for granting permits to individuals to transport cotton or otlier produce 
to said depots, as w-oll as seaports, and may impose such ie.nns and conditions bene- 
ficial to the trovernment, as a consideration for such permits, as may be deemed just 
and proper. 

Sec. 14. That the business of the cotton bureau established under a special order 
of Lieutenant-General E. Kirby Smith, commanding the Trans-Mississippi Depart- 
ment, be, and the same is hereby, transferred to the said agency of the said bureau 
west of the Mississippi River, and the operations and transactions of said burean, 
established as aforesaid, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, are hereby 
ratified and confirmed. 

On motion b.y Mr. Mitchel, to amend the I'oportcd amendment by- 
inserting after ''life," section 7, line 3, the words "by the President, 
by and wittf the advice and con.sent of the Senate," 

It yviis determined in the affirmative. 
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On motion by Mr. Oldham, to amend ilic reportod amcndmciiit hj 
inserting after "exceeding," section 9, line 7, tiio words "five thou- 
sand," and by inserting after "less than," in the eighth line of the 
same section, the word "one," and by inserting after "more than," in 
the same line, the word "five," 

It was determined in the affirmative. 

On motion by Mr. Mitchel, to amend the reported amendment by 
inserting after "life," section 10, line 4, the words "by the Presi- 
dent, by and with the adv^ice and consent of the Senate," 

It was determined in the affirmative. 

The reported amendment as amended was then agreed to.

Joint resolution authorizing the auditing of accounts of 
members for pay and mileage; and 

H. R. 6. Joint resolution requiring the Department of Justice to 
furnish the standing- committees of the two Houses with printed copies 
of the acts of Congress.

SEOKKT SESSION. 

Mr. Sirams submitted the following resolution; which was consid- 
ered and agreed to: 

Whereas the Constitution makes it the duty o£ Congress to provide means for the 
support of the Government and the maintenance of its public credit; and 

Whereas tlie present depreciated value of Treasury notes not only operates to the 
prejudice and injury of the public credit of the Government and an increase of its 
public debt, but thereby impairs its ability to maintain etDciently its armies in the ' 
field by forcing it to issue in payment of supplies for the use of the Army twenty dol- 
lars in Treasury notes, to be hereafter paid in gold, for whicli it receives but one 
dollar in gold or its equivalent in .supplies, according to the present standard of valile 
of such notes; and 

Whereas the inevitable effect of this condition of our finances is to force the Govern- 
ment to expend twenty millions of dollars when one million would suffice, thereby 
making our public debt exceed the amount necessary for the prosocjution of the war 
twenty times, or, in other words, making it two thousand millions, when, under a 
wiser policy, it should only be one hundred millions of dollars; and 

Whereas our commerce is excluded from the markets of the world, and the 
resources arising therefrom can not be made available as a means of pnblic credit, or 
as a means whereby supplies may be obtained at rat^s more reasonable, we.are there- 
fore compelled to rely upon our public credit as the only means left us whereby the 
wants of the Treasury may be supplied and its large outstanding liabilities met; and 

AVhereas we know by experience that the public faith of a people in the integrity 
of their Government and its willingness to pay can not and will not sustain, at par 
value, or at a rate approximating par value, its public credit or its issues of promise

to pay Treasury notes; it becomes, therefore, the high duty of Congress to gravely 
consider the propriety of so using and applying the internal resources of the country 
as to make them not only available in the present exigency, but as a means whereby 
the public credit may be restored; provided this can be done without injury or preju- 
dice to the property rights of the citizen. To the end thereby that these grave ques- 
tions may be properly considered and determined, be it 

Resolved, That the Committee on Finance be instructed to inquire into the expe- 
diericy of conferring upon tlie Government of the Confederate States the exclusive 
riglit and power to sell and dispose of all cotton, tobacco, and naval stores now in 
the Confederate States, or which may be made or produced during the present war, 
and that the right and power thus conferred shall be in the nature of a monopoly, to 
continue for the period of five years if necessary. 

Second. To enable the Government to exercise availably this right and power, they 
also inquire into tlic expediency of "taking for tlie public use" all cotton, tobacco, 
and naval stores now owned or possessed 1)y any citizen or resident within the Con- 
f(>derate States, or which shall hereafter be made or produced during the present 
war, provided said cotton, tobacco, and naval stores shall be within the limits or 
juriscliction of said States, by first paying to the owner or owners thereof a just com- 
pensation for the same in coin, before the title of the same shall pass to the said 
(jrovernment. 

Third. In order to insure to the owner or owners of all sueli property a just compen- 
sation for the same, the average rates at W'hich all cotton, tobacco, and naval stores 
were sold, for the five years preceding the war, should be adopted as a rate of 
compensation. 

Fourth. That the Government after acquiring the control of all such property should 
establish a price at which the same might be sold, which price should not be less 
than tw'o hundred per cent over and above the price paid for such cotton, tobacco, 
and naval stores. 

Fifth. In order to insure a sale of the same upon the best possible terms the Govern- 
ment should be authorized to stipulate and guarantee to the purchaser that any cot- 
ton, tobacco, or na\ al stores that miglit be sold by its authority should not be 
destroyed or injured in any place where it might bo located by order of the Govern- 
ment, in tiie event the enemy should occupy such locality. 

Sixth. In selling or disposing of cotton, toliacco, or naval stores to any foreign Gov- 
ernment, their agents, or citizens, that should be first sold whicli might be located 
in those districts most lial)le to invasion or capture by the enemy. 

Seventh. That the gold or proceeds arising from the sale of all such cotton, tobacco, 
or naval stores ox er and above the cost price of the same, not necessary to purchase 
supplies for the Army, should be used by the Government, through trustworthy and 
confidential agents, in purchasing outstanding Treasury notes at their ratable value 
in the market. 

On motion by Mr. Sparrow, 

The Senate resolved into executive session.

A bill "to provide and organize a general staff for armies in the field, to sen'e dur- 
ing the war," was passed by your predece.s.sors and submitted for ray approval at the 
close of the last session. 

I was unable to apjirove it, and now desire to state my objections to it, as well as 
my views on tliis important subject, in the hope that, by a comparison of opinion, 
sonie measure may be framed equally a<!ceptable to the legislative and exeentive 
departments of the (.Government. 

I believe it to be established by the experience of Europe, as well as our own, that 
it is impracticable to organize and administer armies with efiiciency without the aid 
of a general staff, permanent in its character, trained in its duties, aspiring to ])romo- 
tionin its own corps, and responsible to the head of the department. Such a staff 
should be composed of a small body of oliicers wbo,se education, experience, activity, 
and special adaptation to their duties render them peculiarly competent to perform 
functions o'n which an army dcjiends for its capacity to act with vigor. In Europe, 
years of varied education iii the schools, the canton'ment, and the held, fit the staff 
otlicer for his position, and a hmg exjH'rience in the lower grades is required before 
he is deemed competent to duty in a more important sphere. Weare forced to make 
experimental apjiointuicnts of officers unprepared by any previous training, and who 
can only acquire in actual service that ex[)erience which must serve in place of well- 
grounded instruction. It is scarcely poss'ble to make this experience supply the 
defect of preyious military education otherwise than by the organization of the offi- 
cers into one corps, respoiisible to one head, who can assign them to positions inde- 
pendent of tlie movements of general officers, and who, by judiciously varying the 
field or cliarai-ter of their diities, can give them larger opportunities for instruction, 
and ])revent their views being narrowed lo (ho routine and usages of a single com- 
mander, himself, perhajw, without military education. 
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Hope of promotion, founded on their own merit and length of good service, is as 
necessary to the officers of the general staff as to those of the line, furnishing the best 
. stimulus known to honorable exertion and zealous discharge of duty. This stimulus 
can not exist unless the staff be organized into one corps, responsible to one chief, 
who, thus becoming intimately acquainted with the capacity and merits of each, is 
able properly to distribute the duties so as to secure the services of the right man in 
the right place, and afford to each an opportunity for distinction. If otherwise, each 
staff officer becomes dependent upon the particular commander with whom he is 
serving. No means of comparison exist between the relative merits of the officers. 
Each looks for promotion to the favor of his general, and rises in grade not by his 
own relative merit, but by the x>atronage of hia commander. A gallant and able 
commander, whose own promotion is exceptionably rapid by reason of his special 
merits, is thus enabled to lift to higher grades the officers of his staff to whom he 
has become attached by companionship in the field, although these officers may be 
far inferior in merit and length of service to others whose duties have connected 
them with generals less distinguished. Promotion thus becomes with the staff a 
matter of hazard, dependent, not on the merit of the officer himself, but of the 
general with whom he serves, and heartburnings, jealousy, and discontent are the 
natural results of so false a system. 

Again, if the general staff is not formed into corps there will not be the " esprit" 
necessary in all military organizations, and there can not be the cointelligence among 
the officers thereof which secures the certain and rapid communication of all infor- 
mation through the different parts of an army. There will also be embarrassment in 
their tenure of office and assignment to duty, as when a general officer dies, or is 
relieved from his command, there remain no duties to be performed by the staff 
which had been authorized for him especially. However vahiable or meritorious 
the officers may be they are displaced by the staff chosen by the successor of their 
commander. Nothing remains but to deprive them of their commissions without 
fault of their own, or to keep them in service as supernumeraries, and thus to add to 
the number of officers already in excess of the wants of the Army. 

Again, an organization of a general staff should possess flexibility, so that the proper 
number and class of staff officers can be sent where needed. If an inflexible rule of 
assignment be fixed by l^islation, some commands will be cumbered with unneces- 
sary officers, while others will be deficient in the number indispensable to perform 
the necessary duties. Legislation would silrely be considered unwise if it allotted by 
inflexible rule the number of troops to be used in each military department, yet it 
would be scarcely more objectionable than the assignment of the same specified 
number of staff officers to each commander according to his grade, thus applying a 
general rule to a series of cases each requiring special treatment. 

The inspecting duties in an army ought not, in my judgment, to be separated from 
those of the adjutants. The erroneous impre^ion prevails that an inspecting depart- 
ment, independent of the general staff, is established in most of the armies of 
Europe. The reverse is the fact, and the duties of inspection are so intimately con- 
nected with the other duties of the general staff that they can be properly performed 
by it alone. The objections to the separation are manifold. In the first place, offi- 
cers having no other than inspecting duties must frequently be unemployed even in 
war, while in peace their duties will occupy but very little time. Next, it is to be 
observed that where the adjutants and inspectors form one corps the duties of the 
adjutant make him familiar with the details of the service where reform and disci- 
pline are most needed, and thus render him more competent to effective inspection 
when assigned to that duty than he could be if exclusively employed as inspector. 
Lastly, the duties of an inspector are such as not to render the officer who performs 
them acceptable to his brother officers, if his duty be properly performed. It is not 
to be wondered at that an officer, whose duties may not be inappropriately described 
as those of a detective, should, if his duty be rigidly performed, incur somewhat of 
the odium of an informer, and when these duties constitute the sole service of an 
officer permanently attached to an army he must become either so lax in their per- 
formance as to render him useless, or his professional pride and self-respect are 
wounded, and his relations with his brother officers unfavorably affected by the dis- 
■ trust and dislike resulting from his official reports. When, however, an assistant 
adjutant and inspector general is from time to time assigned to the making of neces- 
sary inspections at various points, this temporary discharge of an unpleasant duty 
becomes but an incident in his professional career, and does not affect his relations 
with his brother officers. 

Having stated these -as the general principles which, in my judgment, should 
govern legislation on the subject, the objections to the bill i)a^ed at the last session 
can be more easily understood, and I proceed to state them briefly: 

I. The first section of the bill authorizes a general commanding armies or a sepa- 
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rate army to assign to duty one of the general officers under his command as chief 
of staff, one of tlie brigadier-generals under his command as inspector-general, and 
one other brigadier as chief quartermaster ; one officer below the rank of brigadier as 
chief commissary, and one as chief of ordnance. 

This power of assignment is given without reference to, or consultation with, the 
War Department or the Executive, and might be exercised in contravention of the 
views and judgment of both. Leaving out of view the question whether it is in 
accordance with the Constitution to make the commander of an army independent 
of the Commander in Chief, in the discbarge of any of the duties of his office, and 
looking only to the effect of such a system, it plainly creates in this branch of the 
service as many independent executives as there are generals commanding armies in 
the field, and thus destroys that unity of design and concert of action which are 
indispensable elements of success in war. The generals commanding armies would 
be, b\' this section, vested with the right to derange the organization of their com- 
mands as settled by the Connnander in Chief by removing from their appropriate 
fmictions the commanders of corps, divisions, and brigades, whom the Executive had 
selected and the Senate had approved as specially fitted to lead the troops in battle. 

That the general commanding the army has under the terms of this section the 
right of assigning general officers under his command to the duties of the general, 
staff, without reference to the authority of the Executive, is plain from the other 
sections which declare that the President is to appoint, with the advice of the Senate, 
the staffs of all general oflicers, other than those who command armies. 

Nor does this section i-estrict the commanding general in relation to the branch of 
service or the grade of the oflBcers whom he is permitted to assign to commissary 
and ordnance duties of the genera! staff. It is only necessary that they be below 
the rank of brigadier-general. The commanding general would have the power, 
therefore, to assign a captain conuiiissary to be chief of ordnance, or a lieutenant of 
infantry to be chief commissary, without check or control from the President or 
Senate, while the President would be without power to appoint subordinates to the 
officers thus selected by the general of an army, without submitting their nomina- 
tions for the approval of the Senate. Not only, therefore, is all order of authority 
interverted by these provisions, but the oflicers assigned to duty by the commanding 
generals, not being permanent members of the general staff, would be independent 
of its chief, and inextricable confusion would necessarily result. 

This section, so far from responding to the title of the bill by providing a general 
staff, in reality breaks up that which now exists, subdivides it into a number of 
small bodies irresponsible to the head of the department, and destroys the possibility 
of any regular, consistent, and intelligent cooperation in the action of our forces, so 
essential to success. Its effect is to create a staff for generals, not a general staff. 

If a contest should arise between tlie quartermaster-generals, the commissaries- 
general, or the chiefs of ordnance of generals A and B, in any district of country 
for supplies or means of transportation, who is to determine between these rivals, 
each equal in authority, and each dependent on a separate chief? How are the 
chiefs of those bureaus in Richmond to apportion the supplies in store according to 
the wants of the different armies, without authority to exact from them reports and 
returns? If it be said that these officers would become temporarily responsible to 
the heads of Departments, how is this responsibility to be enforced, if the orders of 
the general and tliose of the chief of the Department should conflict? If ordnance 
depots are provided at different points for difierent commands, how is the officer in 
charge of these depots to act, if ordered by the chief of ordnance of a general in the 
field to make a different disposal of the stores, from that ordered by the head of the 
Department in Richmond? 

If such a bill should become a law, in vain would the War Department seek to 
exact rigid obedience to law or orders from the irresponsible staff created under its 
provisions. In vain would it seek for the information necessary for its guidance, or 
attempt to change the relative strength of armies to meet the varying movements of 
the enemy. The staff officers could be made the ready and safe means of thwarting 
the Government in its orders for the removal of troops from one command to reen- 
force threatened positions in another, and could be easily rendered subservient to 
the natural but dangerous propensity of most commanders to retain all the troops 
under their own control for the .safety of their own commands, without reference to 
more urgent needs at other points. 

It IS scarcely necessary to add to these considerations more than a bare allusion to 
the tendency of such bodies of officers, when dependent for their own promotion on 
the favor of their special chiefs, to resort to agencies less commendable than the 
zealous discharge of their legitimate duties for the attainment of their desires. 

II. Another very objectionable feature oi the bill proposed is its effect on the offi- 
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cers of the general staff other than those who may be selected as the favorites of 
commanding generals. • 

Numbers of zealous, meritorious, and valuable officers have made the duties of the 
general staff objects of special study, have embraced the staff as a branch of the pro- 
fession in which, under existing laws, they are entitled to promotion for merit and 
long service, just as the line officers have a right to promotion in their branch. 

This bill deprives the staff officers of this, the great incentive to the zealous dis- 
charge of duty. It debars them from promotion to tlie higher grades of their own 
branch of service, and bestows these prizes of honorable ambition on the officers of 
the line, who will thus monopolize the promotiohs to the higher grades, both in the 
line and staff, to the entire exclusion of the officers of the latter. Few will be willing 
to remain in the staff under such circumstances. Those who consent to continue 
win be those least amhitious of promotion, and the whole staff ^service will be impaired 
in tone and efficiency. 

III. The assignment of general officers to staff (hities, as provided in the bill, would 
leave many brigades, some divisions, and, perhaps, some corps, without their appro- 
priate commanders, and no provision is made to supply the vacancies thus created. 
Are their commands to be considered vacant and successors appointed? If so, what 
is to become of those assigned to staff duty should the commanding general revoke 
the assignment? If the contrary, many brigades will be commanded by the officer 
next in rank to the assigned brigadier, however incompetent such officer may be to 
command a brigade, and the like would occur as to divisions and corps, in contra- 
vention of the policy well considered and established that general officers are 
appointed by selection for merit, and not promoted by seniority. It the command- 
ing general is ordered to another command, is he to take his staff with him, or is he 
to leave it for service with his successor? In either case is the whole general staff of 
each army to be changed at. the caprice of the new commander? This must be the 
effect of the bill, for the power to assign necessarily im))lies the power to revoke, as 
it would otherwise be equivalent to a permanent appointment that could only be 
made by the President, with the advice and consent of the Senate. 

IV. The fourth objection to the bill is that it applies one rigid rule for the number 
of the general staff, based solely on the rank of the commander, and having no ref- 
erence to the necessities of a command. The staff allowed is excessive in number 
and rank in many instances and entirely inadequate in others. A law providing a 
general staff on such a basis as is assumed in 1 his bill can not, from its very nature, 
be executed acbordirig to its terms. The labor required of the staff connected with 
a brigade, division, or corps depends on the fact of its being part of an army or a 
separate command, as well as on the number of men, the extent of the country over 
which operations are to be conducted, the abundance or scarcity of supplies in the 
district, theexistence orabsence of railroad, river, or other transportation, the concen- 
tration or dispersion of the troops, and the many other circumstances which control 
military movements in time of war. It is impossible to apply a rigid, unbending 
rule to such diverse cases. 

An organization into corps meets all these difficulties, by providing for assignment 
of the proper number of officers to different conunands according to the needs of each. 

V. The number and rank of the aids-de-camp allowed by the bill is believed to be 
greatly in excess of those allowed by other governments, and quite unsaited to the 
nature of ours. They would rather impede than improve the service — they would 
encourage a love of ostentation and feed a fondness for vain display, which should 
rather be discouraged than fostered. The experience of this war has demonstrated 
that the most efficient commanders, those who have most attracted the respect, grat- 
itude, and admiration of their country, have avoided the large retinue of personal 
staff which this bill would seem to sanction as proper or desirable. 

VI. The objection to the enormous increase in the number of officers and expend- 
iture that would result from the passage of such a bill becomes a matter of serious 
concern when no corresponding im rease of efficiency is secured; of still graver impor- 
tance, when the opposite result is to be feared. 

According to the bill as passed, the staff would embrace an addition of about four 
hundred officers, involving an increased annual expenditure for pay, rations, forage, 
and allowance, amounting to $1,138,728, above the present staff as organized by 
general orders under existing legislation. 

If generals are to be allowed to change the staff of each army, to which they may 
be assigned, at their pleasure, it is difficult to calculate the extent to which this 
abuse would grow, the number of men that would be drawn from useful service to 
cumber the aiaM, or the increase of expenditure involved. 
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Congress will perceive that with objections so radical it was impossible for me to 
approve the bill passed at the last session, and that the subject was too important to 
be treated in a hurried message within the last few hours of the close of a Congress. 
Concurring in the expediency of legislation for the organization of a general staff, 
I have thought a full exposition of mj' views on' the subject would, perhaps, conduce 
to the framing of a measure which w-ould carry into effect the views of the legislative, 
department, while excluding the provisions which have compelled me to decline 
approving that devised by vour predecessors.

The bill contains tlie following proviso:' "Prodded, That acting ordnance officers 
having been found duly qualified for appointment according to the regulations of the 
War Department, and being already on duty in the field under the orders of the Secre- 
tary of War, shall have preference of appointment under this act." There are no 
acting ordnance officers on duty in the field, and I learn on inquiry that the persons 
so designated are in reality merely employees of the Ordnance Bureau for the per- 
formance of ordnance duties in the field in the absence of legislation authorizing the 
appointment of officters. This proviso therefore has the effect, under an error of fact 
apparent in its terms, of restricting tlio Executive, in the choice of persons to fill the 
offices (treated by the bill, to a list of employees selected by a chief of bureau, which 
is plainly not in accordance with the expressed intention of Congress, nor with the 
terms of the Constitution.

'i'he rollowiiig message was received from the President of the Con- 
federate States, by Mr. B. N. Harrison, his Secretary: 

7b tJic Senate of the (lonfederale /States of America: 

I return to the Senate, in -wliich it originated, the joint resolution directing "the 
settlement of the claim of Zedekiah McDaniel and Francis jM. Kwing, for dcstroynig 
the Federal gunboat (/'aire liy means of a torpedo," with the objections which induce 
me to withhold my approval. 

The cliaractcrof this vhum may lie tliua briefly stated: Z. McDaniel and F. M. lowing 
were appointed acti ng masters in the Navy in August, bS(>2. Their letters of appoint- 
ment stated that they were "appointed for si>i'cial service on sul)..,arine batteiicK," 
and ordered them to report to Flag Ollicer William F. I.yncli at Jackson, .Miss. 

Subuiiirine batteries were at that time the subject of device ami cxix-riment for 
river and Inrbor defen.ses, and tliese gentlemen were recommended :is well iiindilicd 
for such service — .McDaniel as having been (-ngaged a sliort time in [)re|)aring torpe- 
does, and ICwing as being enteriiriwing and liold. in accepting Ihe'iv a))poiiitnicnts it 
appears that they did not allego tbat tln^y had invent(>d or contrived a torpedo, nor 
were they appointed to use specially any one of tlie luiinerouH devices, more or less 
ingenious, which liad been sugg(>sted and brought to the notice of the (Tovernment. 

They reported in obedience to orders and entered upon the duty of placing torjx"- 
does in the Yazoo .Riv(!r under the innne<hate command of Conunander Isaac 
Brown, and the gunboat Cairo \vas destroyed on the f 4th J)ecendior, 18()2, by a tor- 
pedo iilaced by them in company with others. 

Ill March, ]86;J, McDaniel and Jiwing for the first time apprised the Departnient 
that they claimed a reward for this service on the ground that the torpedo which 
e.xploded under the C)airo was invented ))y tliem. The claim was based on the jiro- 
visions of three acts of Congress: Kivst, an act recognizing the existence of war 
between the United Stales and the Confederate States, and concerning letters of 
man]uc, prizes and prize goods. No. 100, approved May 6, J861; second, an act 
amendatory of the foregoing. No. 170, approved May 21, "l8(>l; third, an act anuuid- 
atory o£ this last-mentioned law, appioveil April 21, 1862. 

The second section of tlie act No. 170, above cited, secures to the inventor of "any 
new kind of armed vessel or floating battery or defense" certain rewaiils and priv- 
ileges upon the condition that "he shall deposit a plan of the same accom]ianied by 
suitalile explanations or spec-iflcations in the Navy Department, together with an afli- 
davit setting forth that he is the inventor thereof." This deposit and aflidavit are 
prereqnisite to any exclusive rights in favor of the inventor and a rcpcrvalion is made 
specially in favor of the Government of "the right of using such invention in all cases." 

The very liasis of the claim of tbes(> parties was the originality of their invention. 
The joint resolution under consideration recites that a board of naval ofhcers liave 
reported that the Cairo was destroyed "by means of a torpedo invented and used by 
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t.liem (McDaniel and Ewing) in the Yazoo biver in 1862." This is an error, no 
boav(l of officers of the Navy having ever investigated or reported on this point. The 
description given of the torpedo b)' Commander Brown is on record, and does not 
justify the claim of original invention made by these parties. It represents tlie tor- 
pedo to have consisted of two demijohns connected together, filled with gunpowder, 
and exploded by moans of the ordinary friction primer. The letter of Commander 
Brovv'n further declares that other parties rendered "most material aid in the destruc- 
tion of this vessel and are justly entitled to much of the credit of the success." 

Independently of this objection to the claim, the legislation above recited seemed 
to be conclusive against it. The ])olicy of the law plainly provided that inventors 
should have the exclusive privilege of their inventions and should be entitled to the 
rewards promised them only on cotidition that they should file in the Navy Depart- 
ment such a description of their invention as would enable the Governinent'to render 
available the right of using the invention which it had reserved for itself. In the 
pi-esent case tlie Govurnnient was deprived of its right to use the alleged invention by 
the failure of the claimants to give the description or file the proper papers in the 
Dcpartuient till May, ]8t)3, or about live months alter the destruction of the Cairo. 
Tlio high Ijounty of fifty per centum, the largest, it is believed, ever allowed for sim- 
ilar service, was granted by Congress according to the act of April 21, 1862, and it may 
he reasonal)ly assured that such extraordinary bountj' w as partly in consideration for 
tiiis right expressly i-esci'\-ed to tlu; country. 

Upon these grounds and espoiiially upon the important principlo to which reference 
will be subsequently made, the Secretary of the Navy rejected the claim of McDaniel 
and Ewing, who appealed to the Executive from Ins decision. The views of the head 
of the Navy Dopai'tment wore sustained, and application was then made to Congress 
wdiich afforded the claimants a fresh tribunal by directing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to adjust their claim. The joint resolution directing this reference was 
passed in February last, and the Sci relary made a report to Congress at its present 
session stating the value of Ibe vossid and aruianient (hvstroyod, but also stating that 
no investigation liad hv.o.n miult; of the merits of the claim or the originality of the 
invention. Tha naval board called together at the request of the kSecretary of the 
Treasury performed no otlier duty than estimating tlie value, but did not (nor could 
tiie)'- under the joint resolution) act as a tribunal for the examination of the other 
questions involved in the claim. 

My objections to tlie present joint resolution are: 

First. Tliid llici-e is error of fact in its recital that a board of naval officers had 
reporti'd lliat. (he Cairo was destroyed "by jneans of a lorpoido invented and used 
by (lie memorialists." Not only is it a mistake that such report was made, but it is 
bl'lieved to be very questionable whether the torpedo wais an original invention of 
the memorialists. 

Second. Tiie claimants failed to give the Government the consideration vehich the 
law re(|uires as a condition of the right to the reward, namely, such a description of 
the alleged invention as would enable the ( Jovermnent to enjoy freely its reserved 
rights of using the invention in its own service. 

Tliird. The most serious objection is this, that the service on which this claim is 
founded was jendered by otlircrs of the Navy specially appointed and paid for this 
service. They did not make known to the Department when they were appointed 
that they proposed to use a special torpedo of their own invention for the use of 
wliich they expected reward. 

So far as is known to the Government, all the means, the materials, the expendi- 
tures of the torpedo service in the Yazoo River, inchiding the pay and allowances 
of these claimants, were at the charge of the Government, and the service was per- 
formed under the control of a Navy oflicer of superior rank; nor was the sanction of 
any officer of the Government asked or given that these claimants should conduct 
torpedo experiments at public expense, without risk of time, labor, or capital of their 
own, and with the right to large reward in the event of success. 

No public officer charged with a special duty for which he is paid, and the means 
of performing which are also paid for by the Government, can be allowed to claim 
a reward for the performance of his duty without evils of the greatest character to 
the public service. 

Large numbers of army and navy officers have been employed in torpedo service 
and sut)marine defenses. Scarcely one has failed to suggest and essay new devices 
and combinations, many of which have proved successful. Numerous vessels have 
been destroved, hut the claim now under consideration is the only one that has been 
presented to the attention of the Government. None of the other officers seem to 
have imagined that it was not their duty to devote all their mind, talent, and inven- 
tive faculties in performing the service to which they were assigned without any 
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other pecuniary reward than the pay and allowances accorded by law to other offi- 
cers of the same grade. If the present joint resolution should give sanction to the 
opposite view of the duty of an officer, it is easy to perceive how injuriously it will 
affect the service. It is less 'easy to estimate the amount of the claims on the 
Treasury that would thus be sanctioned. 

If these claimants are to be rewarded for the destruction of tiie Cairo, why are 
they to receive the whole sum allowed by the law? There seems no ground for 
excluding the others who aided in the enterprise and who in the language of Com- 
mander Brown "rendered most material aid and are justly entitled to much of the 
credit of the success." 

My examination of the legislation leads me to a view of the policy of Congress quite 
different from that which would be implied by the passage of this joint resolution. 
The three acts above recited seem to me clearly to indicate a desire to encourage 
private enterprise and to stinndate the investment of private means in the effort to 
destroy the armed ships of tlie enemjy by awarding a reward (originally of twenty 
per centiun, afterwards increased to litty per centum) to private armed vessels and to 
private individuals operating at their own- expense with torpedoes or other devices 
for the public defense. They do not seem to me to have contemplated offering the 
same rewards to the officers and seamen of the Navy, paid and maintained at public 
expense, for doing their duty in waging war on tlie vessels of the enemy on the high 
seas or in rivers and harbors. 

I have deemed this full explanation of the facts and law of this cam duo to Con- 
gress as justifying the refusal to sign what is apjiarently an unimportant bill for the 
relief of private claimants, but is in reality the f3anction of a principle deenied 
unsound and pernicious, involving in its consequences injury to the publics service 
and heavy demands on tlie public 'treasury.

Mr. Hill, from the committee appointed, jointly with the committee 
appointed on tlie part of the House of lieprcsentativcs, to wait on the 
President of the Confederate States tind inform him that ;i. quorum of 
each House has assembled, and that CongTess is ready to receive any 
communication he may be pleased to make, i-cported that the covmuit- 
tee had performed the duty assigned them, and that the President 
replied that he would immediately make a communication to the two 
Houses of Congress. 

The following message was rc<;eivcd from the President of the Con- 
federate States, l)y Mr. B. N. Harrison, his Secretary: 

To llie Senate and House <ij' Rfjiresentatii'C.t of the Confederate SicUex of America: 

it is with satisfaction that I wclconu^ your presence at an earlier day than that 
usual for your session, and witli conhdence that 1 invoke Uio aid of your counsels at 
a time of sncli public exigency. Tin; caiuiiaifin which was commenced almost sini- 
nltiineoiisly with yonr session early in May last, and which was still in progi'ess at 
your adjournment in tlie middle of June, has jiot yet reaehe.d its close, it has been 
I>rosecuted on a scale and with an energy heretofore nnequaled. When we revert, to 
the condition of onr country at tlie inception of the operations of the i)rcsent year, 
to the magnitude of the preparations madi! by the enemy, the number of his forct's, 
the 'accunnilatiou of his warlike supplies, and the prodigality with which his vast 
resources have Ixicn lavished in the attempt to render success assured; when we 
contrast the numbers and means at our disposal for resistance; and when wo con- 
template the results of a strugj^do a])parently so unequal, we can not fail, while render- 
ing the full meed of deserved praise to our generals and soldiers, to perceive that a 
power higher than man has willed our deliverance, and gratefully to recognize the 
protection of a kind Providen(!c in enaljliug us successfully to withstand the utmost 
efforts of the enemy for our snbjugiition. 

At the beginning of the year the! State of Texas was jjartially in possession of the 
enemy,- and large portions of l^ouisiana and Arkansas lay apparently defenseless. 
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Of the Federal soldiers who invaded Texas, none are known to remain, except as 
prieoners of war. In northwestern Louisiana a large and well appointed army, 
aided by a jjowerful fleet, was repeatedly defeated, and deemed itself fortunate in 
finally escaping with a loss of one-tliird of its numbers, a large part of its military train, 
and many transports and gunboats. The enemy's occnpation of that State is reduced 
to the narrow district commanded by the guns of his fleet. Arkansas has been 
recovered with the exception of a few fortified posts, while our forces have penetrated 
into central Missouri, affording to our oppressed brethren in that State an oppor- 
tunity, of which many have availed themselves, of striking for liberation from the 
tyranny to which they have been subjected. 

' On the east of the Mississippi, in spite of some reverses, wo have much cause for 
gratulation. The enemy hoped to effect, during the present year, by concentration 
of forces, the conquest which he had previously failed to accomplish by more 
extended operations. Compelled, therefore, to withdraw or seriovisly to weaken 
the strength of the armies of occupation at different points, he has afforded us the 
opportunity of recovering possession of extensive districts of our territory. Nearly 
the whole of northern and western Mississippi, of northern Alabama, and of western 
Tennessee are again in our possession; and all attempts to penetrate from the coast 
line into the interior of the Atlantic and Gulf States have been baffled. On the 
entire ocean and gulf coast of the Confederacy, the whole success of the enemy, with 
the enormous naval resources at his command, has been limited to the capture of 
the outer defenses of Mobile Bay. 

If we now turn to the results accomplished by the two great armies so confidently 
relied on by the invaders as sufficient to secure the subversion of our Government, 
and the subjection of our people to foreign domination, we have still greater cause 
for devout gratitude to Divine Power. In southwestern Virginia, successive armies 
which threatened the capture of Lynchburg and Saltville have been routed and 
driven out of the country, and a portion of eastern Tennessee reconquered by our 
troops. In northern Virginia extensive districts formerly occupied by the enemy 
are now free from their presence. In the lower valley their general, rendered des- 
perate by his intibility to maintain a hostilo occupation, has resorted to tiu; infamous 
expeclient of converting a fruitful land into a desert hy burning its niills, gnuiaries, 
and homesteads, and destr-oyiug the food, standing crops, live stock, and agricultural 
implements of peaceful noncombatants. 'I'hc main army, after a series of defeats, in 
which its losses have been enormous; after attempts by raiding parties to break up 
our railroad communications, which have resultecl in tlie destruction of a large part 
of the cavalry engaged in the work; after constant repulse of oft-repeated assaults on 
our defensive lines, is, with the aid of heavy reenforcements, but witli, it is hoped, 
waning prospect of further progress in the design, still engaged in an effort, com- 
menced more than four months ago, to capture the town of Petersburg. 

The army of General Sherman, although succeeding, at the end of the summer, in 
obtaining possession of Atlanta, has been unable to secure any ultimate advantage 
from this success. The same general who in February last marched a large army 
from Vicksburg to Meridian with no other result than being forced to march bac:k 
again, was able, by the aid of greatly increased numbers, and after much delay, to 
force a passage from Chattanooga to Atlanta, only to be for the second time compelled 
to withdraw on the line of his advance, without obtaining control of a single mile of 
territory beyond the narrow track of his march, and without gaining aught beyond 
the precarious possession of a few fortified points in which ho is compelled to main 
tain heavy garrisons, and which are menaced with recapture. 

The lessons afforded by the history of this war are fraught with instruction and 
encouragement. Eepeatedly during the war have formidable expeditions been 
directed by the enemy against points ignorantly supposed to be of vital importanci; 
to the Confederacy. Some of these expeditions have at immense cost been success ■ 
ful, but in no instance have the promised fruits been reached . Again, in the present 
campaign, was the delusion fondly cherished that the capture of Atlanta and liich- 
mond would, if effected, end the war by the overthrow of our Government and the 
submission of our people. We can now judge by experience how unimportant is the 
influence of the former event upon our capacity for defense, upon the courage and 
spirit of the people, and the stability of the Government. We may in like man- 
ner judge that if the campaign against Richmond had resulted in success instead 
■ of failure; if the valor of the army, under the leadership of its accomplished com- 
mander, had resisted in vaui the overwhelming masses which were, on the contrary, 
decisivelv repulsed; if we had been compelled to evacuate Richmond as well as 
Atlanta, the Confederac;y would have remained as erect and defiant as ever. Nothmg 
could have been changed in the purpose of its Government, in the indomitable valor 
of its troops, or in the unquencliable spirit of its people. The baffled and disap- 
pointed foe would in vain have scanned the reports of your proceedings, at some new 
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legislative seat, for any indication that progress had been made in his gigantic task 
of conquering a free people. The truth, so patent to us, must ere long be forced upon 
the reluctant Northern mind. There are no vital points on the preservation of 
which the continued existence of tlie Confederacy depends. There is no military 
success of tlie enemy which can accomplish its destruction. Not tlie fal 1 of Richmond , 
nor Wilmington, nor Cliarleston, nor Savannaii, nor Mobile, nor of ail combined, 
can save the enemy from the constant and exiiaustive drain of blood ajid treasure 
which must continue until he shall discover that no peace is attainable unless based 
on the recognition of our indefeasible rights. 

Before leaving this snbject, it is gratifj^ing to assure you that the military supplies 
essentially requisite for public defense will be found, as heretofore, adequate to our 
needs; and tliat abundant crops have rewarded the labor of the farmer, and rendered 
abortive the inhuman attempt of the enemy to produce, by devastation, famine among 
the people. 

It is not in my power to announce any change in the conduct of foreign powers. 
No such action ihas been taken by the Christian nations of Europe as might justly 
have been expected from their' history, from the duties imposed by international 
law, and from the claims of humanity. It is charitable to attribute their conduct to 
no worse motive thazi indifference to the consequences of a struggle which shakes 
only the Republican portion of the American continent; and not to ascribe to design 
a course calculated to insure the Y)rolongation of liostilities. 

No instance in history is remeinbered by me in which a nation pretending to 
exercise donjinion over another asserting its independence, has been tlie first to con- 
cede the existence of such independence. No case can be recalled to niy mind in 
whicii neutral powers have failed to set the example of recognizing the indepeiidenco 
of a nation when satisfied of the inability of its enemy to subvert its government; 
and this, too, in cases where the previous relation between the contending parties 
had been confessedly that of mother countiy and dependent colony; not, as m our 
case, that of coequal States united by federal compact. It has ever been considered 
the proper function and duty of neutral powers to perform the office of judging 
wdietJier, in point of fact, the nation asserting dominion is able to make good its pre- 
tensions by force of arms, and if not, by recognition of tlie resisting party, to dis- 
countenance the fm ther c(iiitinuanc(! of the contest. And the reason why this duty 
is incumbent on neutral powers is pluiuly ajiparent, when we reflect that the pride 
and passion which bliiui tlie judgment of the parties to the conflict cause the (-on- 
tinuanceof active warfare, and consequent useless slaughter, long after the inevitable 
result has become ajipareut to all not engaged in the struggle. So long, therefore, as 
neutral nations fail, by recognition of our independence, to announce that in their 
judgment the United States are unable to reduce the Confederacy to submission, their 
conduct will be accepted by onr onemicH as a tacit encouragement to continue their 
efforts, and as an imjilied asMurance that belief is entertained by neutral nations in 
the success of tlieir designs. A direct stimulus, whether intentional or not, is thus 
applied to securing a continuance of tlie carnage and devastation which desolate this 
continent and which they profess deei>ly to deplore. 

The disregard of this just, humane, and Christian public duty by the nations of 
Europe is the more remarkable from the fact that authentic expression has long since 
been given by the (iovernments of botli France and England to the conviction that 
the United States are unable to conquer the Confederacy. It is now more than two 
years since the ( u;>\ (!rnnient of I'rance announced oflicially to the Cabinets of T>ondon 
and St. IVtersbiirg its nu n conchision that the United States were unalde to achieve 
any decisive^ military Hucces^s. in the answers sent by those powers no intimation of 
a contrary opinion was conveyed; and it is notorious that in speeches, both in and 
out of Parliament, tin' members of ller Britannic Majesty's Government have not 
hesitated to express this conviction in unqualified terms. The denial of our right, 
under these circumstances, is so obviously unjust, and discriminates so unfairly in 
favor of the United States, that neutrals have sought to palliate the wrong, of which 
they are conscions, l>y profi'ssing to consider, in opposition to notorious truth and to 
tlie known Ixdief of both heUigi>rent.s, that Uie recognition of our independence would 
be valueless without their furtlier hitervention in the struggle, an intervention of 
which we disclaim the desire and mistrust the advantage. We seek no favor; we 
wish no intervention ; we know ourselves fully competent to maintain our own rights 
and independence against the invaders o£ our country; and we feel justitied in assert- 
ing that without the aid derived from recruiting their armies from foreign countries 
the invaders would ere this have Ikhmi driven from our soil. When the recognition 
of the Confederacy was refused by Great Britain in the fall of 1862, the refusal waa 
excused on tlio ground that any action by Her JMajcsty's (aoverninent would have 
the effect of inflaming the passions of the belligerents and of preventing the return 
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of peace. It is assumed that this opinion was sincerely entertained, but the experi- 
ence of two years of unequaled carnage shows that it was erroneous, and that the 
result was the reverse of what the British ministry humanely desired. A contrary 
policy, a policy just to us, a policy diverging from an unvarying course of concession 
to all the demands of our enemies, is still within the power of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, and would, it is fair to presume, be productive of consequences the opposite of 
those which have unfortunately followed its whole course of conduct from the com- 
mencement of the war to the present time. In a word, peace is impossible without 
independence, and it is not to be expected that the enemy will anticipate neutrals in 
the recognition of that independence. When the history of this war shall be fully 
disclosed, the calm judgment of the impartial publicist "will, for these reasons, be 
unable to absolve the neutral nations of Europe from a share in the moral responsi- 
bility for the myriads of human lives that have been unnecessarily sacrificed during 
its progress. 

The renewed instances in which foreign powers have given us just cause of com- 
plaint need not here be detailed. The extracts from the correspondence of the State 
Department which accompany this message will afford such further information as 

can be given without detriment to the public interest; and we must reserve for the 
future such action as may then be deemed advisable to secure redress. 

Your special attention is earnestly invited to the report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury submitted in conformity with law. The facts therein disclosed are far 
from discouraging, and demonstrate that, with judicious legislation, we shall he 
enabled to meet all the exigencies of the war from our abundant resources, and 
avoid, at the same time, such an accumulation of debt as would render at all doubt- 
ful our capacity to redeem it. 

The total receipts into the Treasurv for the two quarters ending on the 30th Bcp- 
tember, 1864, were 55415,191,550, wliich sum added to the balance of $308,282,722, 
that remained in the Treasury on the 1st of April, last, forms a total of $723,474,272. 
Of this total not far from half, that is to say $342,560,327, have been applied to the 
extinction of the public debt, while the total expenditures have been $272, 378, .505, 
leaving a balance in the Treasury on the 1st of October, 1864, of $108,435,440. 

Th<', total uinount of the public; (li4)t as exliibited on the books of the Registei' of 
the Tn^isuiy on the 1st of October, 1864, was $1,147,970,208, of wliich $,5.39, ;!40, 090 
were funded debt bearing interest, $283,880,150 were Treasury notes of the new issue, 
and the remainder consisted of the former issue of Treasury notes which will he con- 
verted into other forma of debt and will cease to exist ais currency on the 31st of 
next month. 

The report, however, explains thatin consequence of the absence of certain returns 
from distant officers the true amount of the debt is less by about twenty-one and a 
half millions of dollars than appears on the books of the Register, and that the 
total pul)lic debt on the first ot last month may be fairly considered to have been 

$1,126,381,095. 

The increase of the pnblio debt during the six months from the 1st of April to the 
1st of October was $97,650,780, being rather more than $16,000,000 per month, and 
it will be apparent on a perusal of the report that this augmentation would have 
been avoided and a positive reduction of tlie amount would have been effected, but 
for certain defects in the legislation on the subject of the finances, which are pointed 
out in the report and which seem to admit of easy remedy. 

In the statements just made the foreign deljt is ondtted. It consists only of the 
unj>ai(l balauce of the loan known as the cotton loan. This balance is but £2,200,000, 
and is adequately provided for by about 250,000 bales of cotton owned by the Gov ■ 
ernmeiit, even if the cotton be rated as worth but six pence per pound. 

There is one item of the public debt not included in the tables presented to which 
your attention is required. The bounty bonds promised to our soldiers by the 
third section of the act of 17th of February, 1864, were deliverable on the 1st of 
October. The Secretary has been unable to" issue them by reason of an omission in 
the law, no time being therein fixed for the payment of the bonds. 

The aggregate appropriations called for by tlie different departments ot the Gov- 
ernment, according to the estimates submitted with the report, for the six moid,hs 
ending on the 30th of June, 1865, amount to $438,102,679, while the Becretary esti- 
mates that there will remain unexpended out of former appropriations on the 1st of 
January, 1865, a balance of $467,416,504. It would, therefore, seem that former 
estimates have been largely in excess of actual expenditures, and that no additional 
appropriations are required for meeting the needs of the public service up to the 1st. 
of July of next year. Indeed, if the estimatt^s now presented should prove to be as 
much m excess of actual expenditures as has hercitofore been the case, a considerable 
balance will still remain unexpended at the close of the first half of the ensuing 
year. 
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The chief difficulty to be apprehended in connection with our finances results 
from the depreciation of the Treasury notes, which seems justly to be attributed by 
the Secretary to two causes — redundancy in amount and want of confidence in ulti- 
mate redemption; for both of whi(:h remedies are sujrgested that will commentl 
themselves to your consideration as being practicable as welt as efficient. 

The main features of the plan presentocl are substantially these: First, that the faitli 
of the Government be pledged that the notes shall over remain exempt from taxation; 
second, that no issue shall be made beyond tliat which i.s already autiiori zed by law; 
third, that a certain fixed portion of the annual receipts from taxation duriiig the 
war shall be set apart specially for the gradual extinction of the outstanding amount 
until it shall have been reduced to ?1 50,000,000; and fourth, the pledge and appro- 
priation of such proportion of the tax in kind, and for such number of years after the 
return of peace as shall be sufficient for the final redemption of the entire circulation. 
The details of the plan, the calculations on which it is based, the efficiency of its 
operation, and the vast advantages wiiich would result from its snceess, are fully 
detailed in the report and can not be fairly presented in a form sufficiently condensed 
for this message. I doubt not it Avill rec'eivo from you that earnest and candid con- 
sideration which is merited by the importaiice of the subject. 

The recommendations of the report for the repeal of certain provisions of the tax 
laws, which isroduce inequality in the burthen of taxation; for exempting all Govern- 
ment loans from taxation on cajiital, and from any adverse discrimination in taxation 
on income derived from them; for placing the taxation on banks on the same footing 
as the taxation of other corporate bodies; for securing the ])ayment into the Treasury 
-of that portion of the l)ank circulation which is liable to confiscation because held 
by alien enemies; for the conversion of the interest-bearing Treasury notes now oat- 
standing into coupon bonds; and for tlie quarterly collection of taxation; all pi'(!Sent 
practical questions for legislation, w-hieh if wisely devised will greatly improve the 
public credit and alleviate the burthen,? now imposed by the extreme and unnecessary 
depreciation in the value of the currency. 

The returns of the Produce T^oan Bureau are submitted with the report, and the 
information is conveye<l that the Treasury Agency in the Trans-Mississippi Depai-t- 
ment lias been fully oi^uized and is now in operation with promise of efficiency 
and success. 

The provision heretofore iviado to some extent tor increasing the compensation of 
public officers, civil and military, is found to be, in some ))laces, inade<]uate to their 
support — perhaps not more so anywhen; than in Kichmond — and iiKpiiry witli a view 
to appropriate remedy is suggested to your consideration. Your notice is also called 
to tlie condition of certain ofli(;ers of tlie Treasury wlio were omitt<!d in the laws here- 
tofore passed for the relief of other public ofUcers, as mentioned iu the report of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

The condition of the various branches of the military service is stated in the 
acjconipanying rept)rt of the Recr(;tary of War. Among the suggestions made for 
legislative action witli a view to add to the numbers and efli('ienc:y of the Army, all 
of which wdl! receive your consideration, there are gome prominent topics which 
merit special notice. 

The exemption from military dutj^, now accorded by law to all persons engaged in 
certain specified jiursuils or professions, is shown by experience to bo unwise, nor is 
it believed to he defensible in theory. The defease of liomc, family, and (K)untry is 
vunversally recognised as the paramount political duty of every member of society, 
and in a form of go\'ermuent like ours, where each citizen enjoys an c<iuality of 
rigbt,«! and privileges, notliing can be more invidious than an unequal distribution of 
duties and obligations. No pursuit nor position should relieve any one, who is able 
to do aetive duty, from enrollment iu the Army, unless his functions or services are 
more useful to the defense; of bis country in another sphere. But it is manifest that 
this can not be the case with entire classes. All telegraph operators, workmen in 
mines, professors, t<!aebei's, engineers, edilxjrs and employees of newspapers, journey- 
men printers, shoemakers, tanners, black.smitbs, millers, physicians, and tin; numer- 
ous other cdasses mentioned in the laws, can not, in the nature of things, Ixi either 
equal ly uocessiiry in their several pi ofessions, nor distributed throughout tlic country 
in sucli proportions thatoidy the exact minibers required are found in each locality; 
nor can it 1)6 (n'ery wdiere impiwsible to replace those within the (■onscrii)t age liy men 
older and less capable of active field service. A discretion shoidd be vested in the 
military anthfu-ities, so that a sutTiciiuit number of those essential to the public service 
might bo detailed to continue the exercise of their pursuits or professions, but the 
exemption from service of the entires classes should lie wholly abandoned, it affords 
great facility for abuses, offers the tciinjitatitm as well as the ready means of esca})ing 
service by fraudulent devices, and is one of the principal obstructions to tlie efficient 
operation of the conscript laws. 
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A general militia law is needful in the interest of the public defense. The Consti- 
tution, by vesting the power in Congress, imposes on it the duty of providing "for 
organizing, arming, and disciplining the militia, and for governing such part of them 
as may be employed in the service of the Confederate States." The great diversity 
in the legislation of the Feveral States on this subject and the absence of any prci- 
vision establishing an exact method for calling the militia into Confederate service 
are sources of embarrassment which ought no longer to be suffered to impede defen- 
sive measures. 

The legislation in relation to the cavalry demands change. The policy of requir- 
ing the men to furnish their own horses has proven pernicious in many respects. It 
interferes with discipline, impairs efficiency, and is the cause of frequent and pro- 
longed absence from appropriate dutj. The subject is fully treated in the Secretary's 
report, with suggestions as to the proper measures for reforming that branch of the 
service. 

The recommendation hitherto often made is again renewed, that some measure be 
.■adopted for the reorganization and consolidation of companies and regiments when 
so far reduced in numbers as seriously to impair their efhciency. It is the more 
necessary that this should be done, as the absence of legislation on the subject has 
forced generals in the field to resort to various expedients for approximating the 
desired end. It is surely an evil that a commanding officer should be placed iii a 
position which forces upon him the choice of allowing the efficiency of his command 
to be seriously impaired or of attempting to supply, by the exercise of doubtful 
authority, the want of proper legal provision. The regard for the sensibility of offi- 
cers who have heretofore served with credit, and which is believed to be the con- , 
trolling motive that has hitherto obstructed legislation on this subject, however 
honorable and proper, may be carried to a point which seriously injures the public 
good; and if this be the case, it can scarcely be questioned which of the two consid- 
erations should be deemed paramount. 

The Secretary's recommendations on the subject of facilitating the acquisition of 
the iron required for maintaining the efficiency of railroad communication on the 
important military lines are commended to your favor. The necessity for the opera- 
tion in full vigor of such lines is too apparent to need comment. 

The question in dispute between the two Governments relative to the exchange of 
prisoners of war has been frequently presented in former messages and reports, and 
IS fully treated by the Secretary. The solicitude of the Government for the relief of 
our captive fellow-citizens has known no abatement, but has, on the contrary, been 
still more deeply evoked by the additional sufferings to which they have boon wan- 
tonly subjected, by deprivation of adequate food, clothing, and fuel, which they were 
not even permitted to purchase from the prison sutlers. Finding that the enemy 
attempted to excuse their barbarous treatment by the unfounded allegation that it 
was retaliatory for like conduct on our part, an offer was made by us with a view of 
ending all pretext for such recriminations or protended retaliation. The offer has 
been accepted, and each Government is hereafter to be allowed to provide nece,9sary 
comforts to its own (iitizens held captive by the other. Active efiorts are in prog- 
ress for the immediate execution of this agreement, and it is hoped that but few 
days will elapse before we shall be relieved from the distressing thought that pain- 
ful physical suffering is endured by so many of our fellow-citizens, whose fortitude in 
captivity illustrates the national character as fully as did their valor in actual conflict. 

The employment of slaves for service with the Array as teamsters or cooks, or. in 
the way of work upon fortilications, or in the Governnieiit worksliops, or in hospitals, 
and otner similar duties, was authorized by tlie act of 17th February last, ana pro- 
vision was made for their impressment to a number not exceeding 20,000, if it should 
be found impracticable to obtain them by contract with the owners. The law con- 
templated the hiring only of the labor of these slaves, and imposed on the Govern- 
ment the liability lb pay for the value of such as might be lost to the owners from 
casualties resulting from their employment in the service. 

This act has produced less result than was anticipated, and further provision is 
required to render it efficacious. But my jiresent purpose is to invite your consider- 
ation to the propriely of a radical niodificatiou in tlie theory of the law. 

Viewed merely as" property, and tlierefore as the subject of impressment, the 
service or labor of the slave has been frequently claimed for short periods in the 
construction of defensive works. The slave, however, hehrs another relation to 
the State— that of a person. The law of last February contemplates only the relation 
of the slave to the master, and limits the impressment to a certain term of service. 
But for the purposes enumerated inihc act, instruction in the manner of encamping, 
marching, and parking trains is needful, so that even in this limited employment 
length of service adds greatly to the value of the negro's labor. Hazard is also 
encountered in all the positions to which negroes can be assigned for service with the 
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Army, and the duties required of them demand loyalty and zeal. In this aspect 
the relation of person predominates so far as to render it doubtful whether the pri- 
vate right of property can consistently and beneficially be continued, and it would 
8eem proper to acquire for the public service the entire property in the labor of the 
slave and to pay therefor due compensation, rather than to impress his labor for 
short terms; and this the more especially as the effect of the present law would vest 
this entire property in all cases where the slave might be recaptured after compen- 
sation for his loss had been paid to the private owner. Whenever the entire prop- 
erty in the service of a slave is thus acquired by the Government, the question is 
presented by what tenure he should be held. Should he be retained in servitude, 
or should his emancipation be held out to him as a reward for faithful service, or 
should it be granted at once on the promise of such service, and if emancipated, 
what action should be taken to secure for the freedman the permission of the State 
from which he was drawn to reside within i1s limits after the clofe of his public 
service. The permission would doubtless be more readily accorded as a reward for 
past faithful service; and a double motive for zealous discharge of duty would thus 
be off ered to those employed by the (Government; their freedom and the gratifica- 
tion of the local attachmeiat which is so marked a characteristic of the negro, and 
forms so powerful an incentive to his action. The policy of engaging to liberate the 
negro on his discharge after service faithfully rendered", seems to me preferable to 
that of granting immediate inanumission or "that of retaining him in servitude. If 
this policy should recommend itself to the judgment of Congress, it is suggested tliat 
in addition to the duties heretofore performed by the slave, he might be advantage- 
ously employed as jjioneer and engineer laborer; and in that event that the number 
should be augmented to 40,000. 

Beyond this limit and these employments it does not seem to me desirable, under 
existmg circumstant'es, to go. A broad moral distinction exists between the use of 
slaves as soldiers in the defense of their homes and the incitement of the same per- 
sons to insurrection against their masters. The one is justifiable if necessary, the 
other is iniquitous and unworthy of a civilized people; and such is the judgment of 
all writers on public law, as well as that expressed and insisted on by our enemies in 
all wars prior to that now waged against us. By none have the practices of which 
they are now guilty been denounced with greater severity than by themselves in the 
two wars with Great Britain in the last and in the present century, and in the Dec- 
laration of Independence of 1770, when enumeration was made of the wrongs which 
justified the revolt from Great Britain, tlu; climax of atrocity wtm deemed to he 
reached only when the English monarch was denounced as having " excited domestic 
insurrections amongst ua. " 

The subject is to be viewed by us, therefore, solely in the light of policy and our 
social economy. When so regarded I must dissent from those who advise a general 
levy and arming of tlic slaves for the duty of soldiers. Until our white population 
shall prove insufficient for the armies we require and can afford to keep in the field, 
to employ as a soldier the negro who lias merely been trained to labor, and as a 
laborer the white man accustomed from Ins youth to the use of firearms would 
scarcely be deemed wise or advantageous by an j', and this is the (|uestion now before 
us. But should the alternative ever be presented of subjugation or of the employ- 
ment of the slave as a soldier, there seems no reiison to doubt what should then be 
our decision. Whether our view embraced what would, in so extreme a case, he the 
sum of misery entailed by the dominion ottlie enemy, or be restricted solely to the 
effect, U|)on the welfare and ha[i|)iness of t he negro population themselves, the remit 
would be the same. The appalling demoralization, .suffering, di.sease, and death 
which have Ijeeu i-aused by partially substituting the invaders' sy.'^teni of police for 
the kind relation previously subsisting between the master and slave have been a 
sufficient demonstration that external interference witli our institution of domestic 
slavery is productive of evil only. If the subject involved no other consideration 
than the mere right of ]>ioperty, the sacrifices heretofore made by our people have 
been such as to pertnit no doubt of their readiness to surrender every possession in 
order to secure their independenc-e. But the social and political question, which is 
exclusively under the control of the several iStates, has a far wider and more enduring 
importance than that of pecuniary interest. In its manifold phases it embraces the 
stability of our republican institutions resting on the actual political equality of all its 
citizens, and includes the fulfillment of the task which has been so happily begun — 
that of improving the condition and Christianizing the Africans who have by the 
will of Providence been placed in our charge. Comparing the results of our own 
experience with those of the experiments of others who have borne similar relations 
to the African race, the people of the several States of the Confederacy have abun- 
dant reason to be satisfied with the past and to use the greatest circumspection in 
detemiining their course. These considerations, however, are rather applicable to 
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th« improbable contingency of our need of resorting to this element of resistance tlian 
to our present condition. If tlie recommendation above made for the training of 
40,000 negroes for the service indicated should meet your approval, it is certain that 
even this limited number, by their preparatory training in intermediate duties, would 
form a more valuable reserve force, in case of urgency, than threefold their number 
suddenly called from field labor, while a fresh levy could, to a certain extent, supply 
their places in the special service for which they are now employed. 

The regular annual reports of the Attorney-General, the Secretary of the Navy, 
arid the Postmaster-General are appended, aiad give ample information relative to 
the condition of the respective departments. They contain suggestions for legis- 
lative provisions required to remedy such defects in the existing laws as have been 
disclosed by experience, but none of so general or important a character as to require 
that I should do more than recommend them to your favorable consideration. 

The disposition of this Government for a peaceful aolntion of the issues which the 
enemy has referred to the arbitrament of arms has been too often manifested and is 
too well known to need new assurances. But while it is true that individuals and 
parties in the United States have indicated a desire to substitute reason for force, 
and by negotiation to stop the further sacrifice of human life, and to arrest the calam- 
ities which now afflict both countries, the authorities who control the Government 
of our enemies have too often and too clearly expressed their resolution to make no 
peace except on terms of our unconditional submission and degradation, to leave us 
any hope of the cessation of hostilities until the delusion of their ability to conquer 
us is dispelled. Among those who are already disposed for peace, many arc actuated 
by principle and hy_ disapproval and abhorrence of the iniquitous warfare that their 
Government is waging, while others are moved by the conviction that it is no longer 
to the interest of the United States to continue a struggle in which success is unat- 
tainable. Whenever this fast-growing conviction shall have taken firm root in the 
minds of a majority of the Northern people, there will be produced that willingness 
to negotiate for peace which is now confined to our side. Peace is manifestly impos- 
sible unless de.sired by both parties to this war, and the disposition .for it among our 
enemies will be best and most certainly evoked by the demonstration on our part of 
ability and unshaken determination to defend our rights and to hold no earthly 
price too dear for their purchase. Whenever there shall be on the part of our ene- 
mies a desire for peace there will be no difficulty in finding means by which negotia- 
tion can be opened; but it is obvious that no agency can be called into action until 
this desire shall be mutual. When that contingency shall happen, the Government 
to which is confided the treaty-making power can be at no loss for means adapted to 
accomplish so desirable an end. 

In the hope that the day will soon be reached when, under Divine favor, these 
States may be allowed to enter on their former peaceful )iursuits and to develop the 
abundant natural resources with which they are blessed, let ns, then, resolutely con- 
tinue to devote our united and unimpaired energies to the defense of our homes, our 
lives, and our liberties. This is the true path to peace. Let us tread it with confi- 
dence in the assured result.

The number of ]iorsons exempted from military service under the provi- 
sions of the act approved April fourteenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, enti- 
tled "An act to exempt contractors for carrying tlie mails of the Confederate States 
and the drivers of post coacheK and hacks from military service." 

Sixth. The number of persons exempted or detailed for agricultural purposes who 
have given bonds to furnish supplies as provided by law.

1 herewith transmit, for your consideration a communication from the Secretary of 
War, showing that a dangerous conspiracy exists in some of the counties of south- 
western Virginia, and in tlie neigliboring portions of Nortii Carolina and Tennessee, 
which it is found impraetioahle to suppress by tiio oi'dinary course of law. The facts 
are so fully exhibited by the report and acco'mpanying papers, herewith submitted, 
that I C'onsider it unnecessary to rejioat them, or to do more than invite your early 
attention to disclosures upon wliictli I deem it my duty to reoouunend the suspension 
of the writ of liai>eas corpus, in order that full efficacy may be given to llie military 
power for the repression of the evil. 

It may l)e proper here to add tfiat, after the expiration of the term for which the 
writ was suspended, serious emliarrassrneiit was emtountered, particularly at Mobile, 
Wilmington, and Richmond, on account of the inability of the military authorities to 
arrest and hold suspected persons against wdiom tiie testimony was sufficient to give 
full assurance that they were spies or holding treasonable communication with the 
enemy, though legal proof could not be adduced to secure their commitment and 
conviction by the courts, either because of the eharaiiter of the evidence or of the 
necessity for concealing the sources of information, which were not unfrequently 
within the enemy's lines.

OPEN SESSION. 



The President laid before the Senate the memorial of adjutants of 
regiments couiposing Rcnning's brigade, praying an increase of rank, 
and that they be placed in the line of promotion; which was referred 
to the Committee on Military Affairs. 

Mr. Barnwell, from the Conmiittee on Finance, to whom was 
referred the bill (H. K. 243) to regulate the pay and mileage of mem- 
bers, and the compensation of otBcers of tne Senate and House of 
Representatives, reported it with the recommendation that it ought 
not to pass. 

Mr. Semmes, from the Committee on the Judiciar}^, to whom was 
referred the bill (S. 140) to guard against improper constructions of 
the tax laws by the officers charged with the execution of the same, 
reported it with an amendment. 

Ordered, That the bill and amendment be printed. 

The Senate resumed, as in Committee of the Whole, the considera- 
tion of the bill (H. R. 214) to define and punish conspiracy against 
the Confederate States. 

The amendment reported from the Committee on the Judiciary 
having been agreed to. 

On motion by Mr. Graham, further to amend the bill by striking- 
out the foUowitig proviso: 

Promdcd, That any person charged witli any offense mentioned in this act, if sncfi 
j)er.son be in the iiiilitar}' or naval wervice of the Confederate States, may be tried l)y

Mr. Brown , from the Committee on Naval Affairs, who were instructed 
by a resolution of the Senate to irujuire into the expediency of suspend- 
ing appropriations for the construction of vessels of war, and of limit- 
ing the operations of the Naval Department during the war, submitted 
the following i-esolution for consideration: 

Resdvcd, That it wonld be unwise, at this time, to suspend the appropriations for 
the construction of vessels of war, or to restrict tlie operations of the Navy Depart- 
ment -within nan-ower limits than they are at present. 

The following message, I'eceived this day from the President of the 
Confederate States, in open legislative session, having been read: 

To the /Senate of the Confederate States of A merica: 

I herewith transmit to the Senate the reports made by the lioads of the Treasury 
and War Departmente in response to the rcsolutioiiH of tlio Stiuate of the 5th instant, 
niakhifi; varions irujniries relative to tlie snl)jectH embraced in tlieaet of Cth Fel>ruary, 
18(vl, (entitled "Au act to impose rcfjnlations upon the foreign eoinnierce of the Con- 
fe<lerate States to provide for tlie jiuhlic defense." 

The importance (jf this subject indnc'cs me to present at some length to the Senate 
niy views upon the policy of the law, and U|)on its effects as developed by experieiiee. 

The first section of the law (whi(^h was pa.ssed at the fourth session of the First 
Congress, and was the expression of its matured judgment) prohibits tlie oxjiortatioii 
of the principal products of the Confederate Slates c\-ce])t under uniform refjulations; 
and the reason for this pvoliibition is expressed in the preamliie to be this: "That 
the condition of the contest demands tliat the Confed(;ra1e Stsit^s should call into 
re(|nisition whatever resources of men and money they have for tlie support of their 
cause." 

The fifth section of the law indicated that the purpose of Congress, in granting 
power to allow or refuse permission to export the produce of our country, was to 
enforce a return, in whole or in part, of tlie value of the produce exported, "in mili- 
tary or other supplies for the public service." But a fullundcrstanding of the policy 
of your predecessors can be attained only by taking into consideration another act 
passed on the same day and entitled "An act to i)rohibit the importation of luxuries, 
or of articles not necessaries or of common use." This last-mentioned act absolutely 
prohibited, during the pending war, the importation of any articles not .lecessary for 
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the defense and subsistence of the country, and among those excluded from impor- 
tation were wines, spirits, jewelry, cigars, and all the finer fabrics of cotton, flax, 
wool, or silk, as well as all other merchandise serving only for the indulgence of luxu- 
rious habits. 

In a word, the two acts were an exercise o£ the power to regulate commerce, so as 
to make it subservient to the success of our struggle, by prohibiting the importation 
or exportation of merehandiso or produce, for any other purpose than national 
defense and necessary subsistence, until these vital objects should be placed beyond 
the reach of danger. The two laws form one common system, and the;y should be 
so regarded in discussing the propriety of the repeal or modification of either. 

When signing my approval of these acts, I considered them as measures eminently 
wise and proper, and as well adapted to remedy existing evils. Goiiiplaints were 
rife through our country that its foreign commerce was almost exclusively in the 
hands of aliens; that our cotton, tobacco, and naval stores were being drained from 
the States, and that we were receiving in return cargoes of liquors, wines, and articles 
of luxury; that tlie imported goods being lield in few hands and in Hmited qnantities, 
were sold at prices so exorbitant that the blockade rimners, after purchasing fresh 
cargoes of cotton, still retained large sums in Confederate money, which they invested 
in gold for exportation and in foreign exchange; and that the whole course of the 
trade had a direct tendency to impoverish our country, demoralize our people, depre- 
ciate our currency, and enfeeble our defense. Congress believed these complaints 
well founded, and in that belief 1 fully concurred. None doubted that a remedy 
was desirable, and the present inquiries of the Senate seek information in relation to 
the efficacy of the remedy provided by the legislation then devised, as developed 
by actual experience. 

My conviction is decided that the effect of the legislation has been salutary; thai, 
the evils existing prior to its adoption have been materially diminished; and that 
the repeal of the legislation, or any modification impairing its efficiency, would l>e 
calamitous. This opinion is shared by every Executive Department that has been 
intrusted with the execution of these laws and regulations, and thus enabled to form 
a judgment based on observation and experience. 

The propriety and justice of a clainr on the part of the Government tliat a share 
of all vessels engaged in the blockade trade should bo held subject to its use for tli(> 
benefit of the whole people was so obvious that even before the legislation of Con- 
gress few owners of vessels I'efused to place at its disposal one-third of the tonnage, 
both outward and inward, for the importation of supplies and the exportation of tlie 
produce necessary to pay for them. On the passage of these laws it was deemed 

E roper to increase the demand of the Government to one-half. This decision was 
ased not only on the consideration that the Government was burthened with the 
entire expense of defending the ports of entry, but on the further reason that the 
enormous gains of the commerce were monopolized by foreigners free to engage in 
commerce at their pleasure, while our citizens were engrossed in the sacred duty of 
defending their homos and libsn-ties, and, therefore, unable to compete for the trade. 
It was foreseen that this increase would be resisted, and in a message on this sid)- 
ject addressed by me to the House of Kepresentatives on the 10th of Mune last it is 
stated that "for some weeks after the adoption of these regulations strenuous efforts 
were made by parties interested in the business to induce a relaxation of the Higula- 
tions. Many of the vessels remained unemployed on the allegation of the ownei's 
that the tenns imposed by the regulations were so onerous as to render impossible 
the continuance of the business. Tiie regulations remained unchanged, for J was 
satisfied from an examination of the subject that this complaint was unfounded, and 
that the withilrawal of the vessels was an experiment, by a combination among their 
owners, on tiie lirmness of tiie (fovernment. The result proved the correctnc.'-'.s of 
this view; for, after various attempts to obtain increased advantages, the vessels 
resumed their voyages, their nund)er has been largely increased, the ability to cxi)ort 
produce and import supplies on Clovernment account has been developed to a great<'r 
extent than had been anticipated, and the credit of the Government has been so 
iriiproved in foreign markets that the quotations for its loan have rapidly advanced." 

In the same message it was also stated that "among the efforts made to induce a 
change of the regulations was a warning given to officers of the Government that the 
owners of vessels could make better bargains with the governors of States than witli 
the Confederate Government, and that, if the regulations were not relaxed in their 
favor, they would transfer their vessels to the executivesi of the several States, and 
thus withdraw them from the operations of the regulations." 

Reverting now to the precise inquiries contained in the resolution of tho Senate, I 
answer; 

First. That no restriction whatever has been placed on the exercise of the right of 
any Confederate State to export, on its own account, any of the articles enumerated 
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ill tlie act entitled "An act to impose regulations," etc., approved 6th Felwuary, 1864. 
Each State not only exports whatever it pleases, but the obligation imposed "on pri- 
vate individuals to bring back into the country necessary supplies, equal in value to 
half of the produce exported, is not extended to the States. They are, in these respects, 
on a footing of absolute equality with the Confederate Government. 

I am aware that complaints liave been made of the effect of these regulations by the 
governors of some of the States; but their objections are, in my judgment, without, 
just foundation. 

It is not denied by any of them that when a State purc^hases a vessel it is left under 
the exclusive control of the State authorities, and that the Confederate Government 
claims no share of the outward or inward tonnage. It is also admitted that w here 
the States purchase or charter any part of a vessel not exceeding one-iialf, the Con- 
federate Government doca not interfere with the enjoyment of the portion so pur- 
chased or chartered, and confines itself to exacting from tlic private owner the use 
of that half not conveyed to the State; but the complaint is tliat the Confederate 
Government will not further consent to yield, for the benefit of a single State, any 
part of that moiety of the tonnage of eattli vessel which it has secured under the regu- 
lations for the common use and benefit of all the States, of which it is the agent. 

By the regulations, as now existing, half the tonnage of all vessels in the trade has 
been conveyed to the use of the Confeder.a('y. Wliy should a single State be allowed 
to take for its separate use from the Confederacy, any part of this half? Is it not 
enough that the remaining half is left open for pui-chase or charter by the State? 

It is plain that a State and the owner of a vessel can have no motive for contract- 
ing in such manner as to diminish the tonnage claimed by the Confederacy unless 
for a profit that is to be shared by both. Any concession, therefore, mtule on this 
pouit, is, in effect, the loss of an intenst which is the connnoii property of all the 
States, for the joint gain of a single State and of a private capitalist. 

Again: The army in the field is the Army of the Confederacy, which is charged 
with' tlie duty of supplying it with clothing, subsistence, and munitions of war. The 
performance of this duty demands tire most strenuous exertions and the command of 
all the I'esources that can be reached. Any diminution of our command of those 
resources by a modification of the existing legislation might lead to disastrous conse- 
quences. Under our present arrangements, we are barely able to supj)ly to our brave 
defenders a niod«?rate share of those comforts, which are indispensable to their effi- 
ciency. As long as privations are endured by all alike, tlier'e is a noble and patriotic 
emulation in the display of cheerful fortitnde in enduring them. But if the connnon 
supply now distributed among all is diminished for the ])urpose of enabling any one 
State to add to the supplies furnished her own troops, the effect will bo })erni(-ious to 
an extent that can scarcely be appreciated in advance. I leave it to others to imagine 
the state of feeling which would ensue if the soldiers of tlic seaboard States were to be 
found amply supplied with all necessaries and comforta, standing side by side with 
the troops of interior States, who would be deprived of a part of what they now 
receive, in consequence of a diminution of our present means of providing i'or all alike. 
If, to this, it should be answered that the interior States <:ould enjoy the same advan- 
tages as the seaboard States, by sending agents to the ports to r(;present them, thus 
])laoing all on an e<pia.l footing, the reply is obvious. The result would then be to 
bring all the States back to the same condition in wbicli they now are; that is to say, 
each possessing its fair share of the advantages derived from the tonnage used by the 
Confederate Govern uient. 

It appears to me that any change in the present regulations, so as to affect the rights 
of the Confederate Government, must necessarily bo either useless or mischievous — 
uscilesK, if no advantage is to be gaiucid by any one Stat(! over the others; mischiev- 
ous in the extreme, if such an advantage is to be the effect of a change. 

It has been suggested that tliere are many articles requinxl by the jjcoplo of the 
different States winch can only be obtained through, the aid of their govcsrnments, 
and that tlie efforts of the Confederate Government are confined <>xehiaiv(dy to the 
supply of the needs of the Army. This is true. But one-half of all the tonnage of 
))rivat() owners remains oiwn to employment by the States for the pur}>osesuggested, 
though, perhaps, at somewhat greater cost than would be charged if they were per- 
mitted to use the portion raserved for the Confederacy; but I repeat that there is no 
justice apparent in the demand that all tlicStates should sacrifice a common right for 
the profit of a single State, or in dinunishing the necessary comforts of the soldier for 
the benefit of those who remain at home. It is also competent for each State to])ur- 
chase vessels for its own use, or to purchase shares in conuuon with oueor niort^ other 
States, for the infrodiictif)n of supplies necessary for the people, without encroaching 
on the means used by the Confederacy for siiitplying the Army. 

Second. Uj)on the second question, whether the regulations have caused any 
diminution in the number of vessels engaged in foreign commerce, the report of the 
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Socrotary of the Treasury gives such information as satisfactorily establiahoa the 
reverse to be the case. In addition to the statements made by him, derived from 
ofBcial returns, the Secretary of War reports that many new steamers are understood 
to be on the way to engage in the trade, notwithstanding the impression which pre- 
vails, that the stringency of the blockade is constantly increasing. 

The number of vessels which arrived at two ports of tl>e Confederacy between the 
Ifit November and 6th Decemljer was forty-three, averaging more than one per day, 
and indicating no check in the trade. A further and conclusive proof that the 
profits of this commerce under present regulations are sufiBciently tempting to secure 
its increase is afforded by the fact that the shares of the companies engaged in it 
have greatly advanced in value. The shares of one company, originally of $1,000 
each, were selling, in July last, for f!20,000 each, and now command $30,000. Tiiose 
of another company have increased in the same period from $2,500 to $6,000; and 
all exhibit a large advance. 

Third. The third inquiry of the Senate seeks information whether the legislation 
and regulations have been heneflcial or otherwise in their effect on the success of our 
arms and the supply of means necessary to the public defense. My opinion has 
already been indicated on this point, and the reports of the Secretaries are decided 
,in the expression of their own convictions of the wisdom of the laws and the benefi- 
cial effect produced by them, in connection with the regulations established for giv- 
ing them effect. 

These laws and regulations have enabled the Government not only to provide sup- 
plies to a nuich greater extent than formei'ly, and to furnish the means for meeting 
the iustallments on its foreign loan, but to put an end to a wasteful and ruinous con- 
tract system by which supplies were obtained before Congretis determined to exercise 
control over the imports and exports. 

Instead of being compelled to give contractors a large profit on the cost of their 
supplies, and to make payment in cotton in our ports, at 6 pence per pound, we 
now purchase supplies abroad, liy our agents, at cost in the foreign market, and pay 
them in cotton, which ,«<-lla at a net price of 24 jx-nco per pound. When all 
the elements of the calculation are takeii into considoratiim, it is by no means an 
(ixaggei'atiou to say that 100 bales of cotton, exjjorted by the (Jovci'muent, will pur- 
chase, abroad, the same amount and value of supplies that 600 bales would purchase, 
delivered to contractors in the Confederacy. A reference to the report of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shows that of 11,796 bales of cotton shipped since 1st July last, 
but 1,272 were lost, not quite 11 per cent. If this be taken as a fair average, and it 
is believed to be so, out of 600 bales of cotton exported, 5.?4 would arrive abroad, and 
yield, at 40 pounds per bale, £21,360, while the same 600 bales, delivered in pay- 
ment at a home port, at 6 pence per pound, would yield less than £6,000. 

There are other advantages derived from buying abroad rather than contracting 
with blockade runuerH, of no small magnitude; but tlie foregoing statement will shew 
the enormous prolils that were made by tiiem when the (.Tovernment was forced to 
contract, instead of pnrcliasing for itself, and will suggest a motive for the strenuous 
efforts they have not ceased to make to get rid of t le regulations and procure a 
change in the poUcy of the Government. It is to the law and regulations that tlie 
Government owes its ability to command freight room, and thus buy and sell for 
itself, instead of being forced to make contracts so extravagant as those above 
described. It requires little sagacity to perceive that, with tcmi)tation so great, the 
owners of vessels would spare no pains to obtain conti-acis from the several States, if 
allowed to do so by law, with the view of again withdrawing from our use, as far as 
pos.sible, the tonnage of their vessels, and thus compelling a return to the ruinous 
contract system. 

The reports of the Secretaries will fully inform the Senate of the quantity and 
nature of the supplies obtained by the Government under the present systeni, and 
their important* to the national defense will be perceived at a glance. 

Fourth. To the fourth inquiry, whether experience has suggested the necessity of 
the repeal of said at;t, or any modification or amendment of its provisions, tlie fore- 
going remarks would seem to furnish a sufficient answer. But I conclude by renew -

A message from the House of Representatives, bj- Mr. Dalton: 

Mr. President: The President of the Confederate States has notified the House of 
Eepresentatives that on the 29th ultimo he approved and signed an act (H. R. 214) 
to define and punish conspiracy against the Confederate States. 

The House of Kepreaentatives have passed bills of the following titles; in which 
they request the concurrence of the Senate: 

H. E. 191. An act to facilitate the settlement of claims of decreased officers and 
soldiers; 

H. E. 30O. An act to provide for the canceling of four per cent bonds and certifi- 
cates received in payment of taxes and other public dues; 

J-I. R. 301. An act to increase the pay of matrons of hospitals; and 

H. R. 302. An act to amend an act approved August 2], 1861, entitled "An act to 
provide for local defense and special service," and an act ap|)roved October 13, 1862, 
entitled "An act to authorize the formation of volunteer conupanies for local defense." 

And they have passed Senate l)iils of the following titles: 

S. 93. An act to amend an act entitled "An act to provide for the safe custody, 
printing, publication, and distribution of the laws, and to provide for the appoint- 
ment of an additional clerk in the Department of Justice," approved August 5, 1861; 
S. 147. An act to provide for the transfer of certain appropriations; and 
S. 148. An act in relation to the accounts to be kept at the Treasury of seques- 
trated estates, the first named with an amendment; in which they request the con- 
currence of the Senate. 

Mr. Siimns presented a communication from A. G. Lane, surgeon 
in cliar5>-e of Winder Hospital, in relation to an increase of compensa- 
tion of matrons and female clerks in hospitals; which was referred to 
the select committee appointed to inquire into the adequacy of the 
compensation allowed to persons employed in making clothing for the 
Army, and to females in the Ordnance Department. 

Mr. Oldham submitted the following resolution for consideration: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Finance be instructed to inquire into the expe- 
diency and practicability of adopting the following measures as a means of restonng 
and sustaining the flnsuicial credit of the Government, to wit: 

First. Of limiting the outstanding circulation of Treasury notes by law, so that it 
shall never exceed the maximum of one hundred and fifty millioiis of dollars. 

Second. Of levying a tax of one percent upon all the subjects of taxation specified 
in the act of X''el>ruary seventeenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, to be 
collected iu Treasury notes at their market value in specie; the value to be ascer- 
tained and made known from time to time in a mode to be prescribed by law. 

Third. Of levying an cxjiort duty of twenty-five per centum upon the value of all 
exports, to be collected in specie, or in the coupons of the five hundred naillion loan 
under the act of February seventeenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-four; the specie 
so collected to be ajjplied to the redemption of the coupons of said loans.

That wlienever any companies which are now in the service shall be so reduced 
as to number less than thirty-two men, rank and file, present and tit for duty, and

that tliey can not be recruited to that nuniljer witiiin a reasonable time, the general 
commanding said department or army shall, under general regulations to be issued 
by the Secretary of War, diaVjand mcii conipaiiies.

'A. That companies, if they are from the same State, may bo organized into 
battaliouH and regiments; and oliicers foi' ^aid companies, battalions, and regunents 
shall be iiruiicdiately designated and jilaced on duty therein by the g«ieral conunand- 
ing the departuient or the army in which the disbanded companies may have been 
serving, and officers tlius designated shall continue to serve until filiicers shall be 
appointed by tlie President, V)y and with the advice and consent of the Senate; 
and all selections of officers made by the general, to command said new oi^aiiizations, 
or appointmontg by the President therefor as herein ])rovid(Kl, Khali be from tlie 
eomimssioned officers of tiie companies, battalions, or regiments from which the new 
organizations were formed, or from such noncommissioned officers or privates thereof 
as may have been distinguished for meritorious mid soldierly conduct, or for valor or

Secretary of War, as to troops in the States oa«t of the Mississippi liiver, and by the 
general ciimiiuuiding the department west of the jM ississipjii Kiver as to troops therein,

A message from the House of Representatives, hy Mr. Daltoii : 

Mr. President: The House of Kepresentatives have passed bills and a joint resolu- 
tion of the following titles, in which thej' request the concurrence of the Senate: 

H. K. 346. An act providing for the discharge of soldiers in certain cases, and their 
future exemption from military service; 

H. E. 348. An act to increase the compensation of marshals, criers, jurors, and 
witnesses; 

H. R. 351. An act to provide for certain claims due the State of North Carolina; 
H. R. 352. An act to provide for certain claims due the State of Louisiana; and 
H. R. 22. Joint resolution in reganl to the Cotton Bureau in the Trans-Mississippi 
Department. 

The following message was received from the President of the Con- 
federate States, by Mr. B. N. Harrison, his Secretary: 

To the Senate of the Confederate, Stales of yimerica: 

I feel constrained to return to the Sc^niite, without my approval, an act which origi- 
nated in your honorabl(> body, (entitled "An act to ini^rease the number of acting mid- 
shipmen i)i the Nuvy, and to provide the mode of appointment." 

The act provides that the additional acting midshipmen "shall be appointed under 
the regulations prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy, a.s follow;^: One from each 
Congressional district, upon the recommendation of the Representative in Congress; 
two at large from eaeli State, upon the roconinu>ii(lation of the Senators thereof, respec- 
tively, and ten at large by the Presidenl." 

The (Constitution, in the second article, second section, second clause, after giving to 
the President power to nominate, and by' and with tlie advice and consent of the 
Senate to appoint all oflicera of the CJonfederate iStat(« ^^ liose api)ointments are not 
otherwise provided for, adds, "but the Congres.s niav, by law, vest the aj)))oi)itment 
of sucli nifurior oliicors, as they tliink proper, in the President alone, in the courts of 
law, or in the heads of de])artments." 

The framers of the Constitution, in defining the powers of the several tlepartments 
of the (liovernment, took care to designate the particular cliiss of officers which the 
two Ilouses of Congress may fdl, and thus excluded the idea of power to make selec- 
tions for any others. 

By the fifth clause of Article .1, section 2, the special power is given to the House 
of Kepreseutatives " tci cboo.sc tlu'ir Speaker and other oliicors," the word "their" 
beinc applicable not only to tlie Speaker, but- to the "olhcv omccrs." 

In the third section of tliesanu! article the Senate i.s provided with a President not 
chosen by themselves, to wit, the Vice-President of the Confederate States, and is 
then vested with j>ower to "choose their other officers." 

By tlie act now before me, however, the two Houses empower their respective 
members to "choose" ollicers tjiat are not "their officers" but officers of the Execu- 
tive Hepartment of the (lOvcM-uiueid. 

II f !'i"fJ"''S;' is not .su.«ceptil)le of any other meaning. -The acting midshipmen 
shall, be appointed upon tlie ixjconnnendation" of tlie Reiiresentatives or Senators 
as the case may be. ' 

But the Constitution, by granting to Conjiress no other power over officers created 
by faw than that of ve.sting the appointment "in the ]^-esi<leut alone, in the courts 
of law, or in the heads of departments," thus witlihold.s from that branch of the 
tjoverniiieiit any j)arti(upation in such apiwiiitnumts. 

But it may be remarke<l tliat this act gives the power of making the proposed 
appointiuents not to Congress as a body, imt to the individual members of the two 
Hoases and l,hat it is thus m conflict with the spirit and intent of the first clause of 
the sixth section o the lirst article of tlu; Constifution, which enumerates the privi- 
leges accorded to Kepreseutatives and Senators individually. These privileges are

are c,onterrcd on the body collectively, or on one of the two Houses. 
i„ofv *?i a" ««lections lor appointment to office is nowhere accorded in that 

f r ^enato^sand Representatives individually; and itis beheved to be 
an*unquestioned prmciple of constitutional law that no legislation can add to the 
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power vested by the Constitation in any member of any one of the throe departments 
of Government. 

The power of Congress to vest by law the appointment of inferior officers in the 
President alone, or in the lieads of departments, would seem to include a power to 
restrict, limit, or partially confer the authority, or to divide it between several de- 
partments, provided they be those which may constitutionally exercise the function. 
But if the view of the Constitution which has been presented he correct it is clear 
that the Congress can not vest in itself anv right to a participation in the selection 
of officers of any class, save those of the two Houses. The language of the act 
organizing the JNavy is sometimes cited to support the opinion that acting midship- 
men are not officers, but employees. 

In the first section of that act the President is authorized to appoint certain oom- 
missioned officers, and to "employ a,s many masters, midshipmen, engineers, naval 
constructors, boatswains, gunners, carpenters, sailmakers, and other warrant and 
petty officers and seamen as he may deem necessary," etc. 

If it were conceded that acting luidshipmen are not officers, the bill would not on 
that account be the less liable, in niy judgment, to the objections above set forth; for 
it is as Httle in accordance witli the letter and tlie spirit of tlie Constitution for' the 
members of Congress to participate in choosing employees as in choosing officeis for 
the executive or judicial departments. 

It is repugnant to the whole theory of our republican institutions, which are based 
on the fundamental idea of independent and distinct functions in each of the depart- 
ments of Government-the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial; and evil consequences 
must result from any departure from this principle. 

But in no just sense can it be maintained that an acting midshipman is not an 
officer of tlie Navy. The very clause in tlie law just referred to implies that he is 
a 'warrant officer;" but if there be doubt as to tliis, the question is decided by the 
third section of the act of 21st April, 1862, which declares that "the warrant officers 
shall be as follows: Twenty passed midsliipmen, one hundred and six acting 
midshipmen," etc. ® 
The commissioned ofRcer is appointed by and with the advice and consent of the 
benate; the next grade, the \varrant officer, belongs to that class of inferior officers 
w-hich according to the (Jonstitution may l)e establislied by law, and appointed by 
the President alone, or Hie liead of a department. 

The midshii)uian is of this class. Mis a|)pointinent is authorized hv law and his 
l>n)in(>lioii provKled tor by regulations. He can not be discharged or dismissed from 
service at tlio pleasure of his (wmniamler, nor ivitliout delinquency on liis part as a 
mere emp]o;^ee for temporary .ifervice. 

His name is placed in the Navy Register, and the proper record kept of his entry 
into service, to determine his rank, and in all relations to officers and seamen he is 
entitled to be, and is, actually treated as an ofticer of the Navy. 

The bill is returned in no spirit of lunvillingness to receive the advice and recom- 
mendations of iiieml)(!rs of (Jongress, wliich are r(!cognized to be entitled to special 
consideration, but from a sense of duty to constitutional obligations.

T return to your honorable body, without my approval, an act which originated in 
the Senate, entitled "An act to authorize newspapers to be mailed to soldiers free of 

postage." ,. , „. - ■ . i 

Tlie act provides "that all newspapers directed to any othcer, musician, or private 
engaged in the actual .service of the Confedevate States may be transmitted through 
the mails free of postage." ^ ,1.,., 

The Constitution, Article I, section 8, clause 7, gives power to Congress "To establish 
post-offices and post-routes; but tlie expenses of the Post-OflBce Department, after the 
first day of March, in the year of our Lord eighteen hundred and sixty-three, shall 
be paid out of its own revenues." , , 

This provision that the Post-Otlico Department shall besell-sustainmg was not con- 
tained in the Constitution of our former (lovernnient. It is important that its spirit 
and object should be con-ectly determined now, becau.^o iiiauy members of the pres- 
ent ( 'onyi-ess were also nicmbei-s of the Provisional Congre.ss which adopted this new 
clause, and legislation by tliein will be deemed hereafter to possess peculiar value aa 
a precedent, and as a contemporaneous interpretation of the Constitution by those 
best a<;quainted with its meaning. 

It was generally understood that the clause under consideration was intended by 
its framers to correct what were deemed to bo two great vices that had been developed 
in tlu; postal system of tlu; United States. The first was the injustice of taxing tlie 
whole people (or the cxpen,«e of the mail facilities afforded to individuals, and the 
remedy devised was to limit the Government to the furnishing of the niacldnery for 
carrying the mails, iind compelling those who might use the facilities thus furnished 
to pay the expense tlioreot. 

The soc^ond evil against which this clause was intended as a safeguard was the 
wasteful extravagam* which grew out of the franking privilege with its attendant 
abuses of largo contracts for stationery, printing, binding, etc., and increased Gov- 
ernment patronage witli its train of corrupting infiuences. 

With this knowledge of the i)urposo of the framers of the Constitution, and of the 
evils against which they intended to provide by the clause under consideration, I can 
not escape tlie conclusiou that to authorize tlio transmission of any inail matter free 
of postage is to vicdate the true intent and meaning of the Constitution. 

If the act now Ix^fore mo shoidd become a law the Postmaster-General would be 
bound to i^ay rail roads and other carriers for conveying newspapers to the armies with- 
out reiml)ursement from my source whatever. He could not be repaid out of the gen- 
eral Treasury without a violation of the letter of the Constitution;' nor out of the 
other revenues ot his Department without in effect imposing on those who pay for 
carrying their own correspondence an additional charge to defray the cost of con- 
veying newspapers for others. 

If it lie (uimpetent for Congress under tliis clause to order newspapers to be carried 
free of postage, the ])ower exists to order free transmission of any other mail matter. 
Bat w(^ must ever remember that Congress can exercise no implied powers, certainly 
none not nec'essary to curry into effect the powers expressly granted; and where shall 
we iind in the Constitution any power in the Confederate Government, express or 
implied, for dividing either the people or the public servants into classes unequally 
burthened ■with postal charges? 

In that i^art of the (constitution which specially treats of the burthen of taxation, 
every precaution has been taken to seeur(! uniformity and to guard against bounties 
or preferences of any kind, and although not directly applicable to the subject of post- 
age, the .spirit of tlie whole provision is so opposed to inequality in legislation that 
the passage may well serve for illustration. The first clause of Article I, section 8, 
gives to Congress power " To lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts, and excises, for 
revenue necessary to pay the debts, provide tor the common defense, and carry on 
the Government of the Confederate States; but no bounties shall be granted from 
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the Treasury; nor shall any duties or taxes on importations from foreign nations be 
laid to promote or foster any branch of industry; and all duties, imposts, and excises 
shall be uniform throughout the Confederate States." 

It is true that the payment of postage is not properly a tax, but compensation for 
service rendered; yet It would scarcely be ingenuous to deny that so to regulate 
the rates of postage as to produce an excess of receipts over the expenses of carrying 
mail matter for one class, and to use this excess in order to carry free of cost the 
mail matter of another class, would strongly conflict with the just equality of privi- 
leges and burthens which the above-cited clauses were designed to secure. 

I regret to be compelled to object to a measure devised by Congress for tiie benefit 
or relief of the Army; but, with my convictions on the subject, it is not possible to 
approve the act now before me.

and mining and medical bureaus, and others, to make certified monthly returns to 
the nearest conscript officer, of the nature and exact condition of their service, which 
return shall be forwarded as above directed. 

Sec. 6. That generals commanding the reserve forces shall be required, on the 
demand of the commandant of ('ouscripts for the State, to place at his disposal, and 
for the enforcement of the duties imposed upon him, such detachments of the reserve 
forces as may be deemed necessary. 

Sec. 7. That for the purpose of facilitating the granting of details and exemp- 
tions, under the laws in such cases made and provided, to persons who may be more 
useful to the country in agricultural and mechanical pursuits than in the military 
service, there shall be appointed by the President in each county, district, or parish, 
an agricultural board, consisting of three farmers or planters, over the age of fifty 
years, to whom sliall be referred, by the county, district, or parish enrolling otlioer, 
every application for a detail in their re.spective counties, districts, or parishes; and 
whose duty it shall be to inquire and report upon the merits of such applications, 
which report, with the application, shall be forwarded to the commandant of con- 
scripts for the State; and if he approve sucli application, the detail shall be allowed.

The Senate resumed, as in Committee of the Whole, the considei'a- 
tion of the bill (H. R. 379) to levy additional taxes for the year 1865, 
for the support of the Government. 

On the question to agree to the hrst reported amendment, to wit: 
Strike out all of the bill from the enacting clause to the fourth section 
and insert: 

That in addition to the taxes levied by the act approved February seventeenth, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-fonr, entitled "An act to amend an act entitled 'An act 
to lay taxes for the commoii defense and carry on the CJovernnient of the Confederate 
States,' approved twentv-fourth April, eii^liteen hundred and sixty-three," there 
shall be levied for tlie year eighteen lunidred and sixty-five, on the subjects of taxa- 
tion hereinafter mentioned, and collected from every person, copartnership, associa- 
tion, or corporation liable therefor, taxes as follows, to wit: 

I. Upon the value of all property, real, personal, or mixed, of every kmd and 
description, not hereinafter exempted f)r taxed at a different rate, five per cent. The 
value of the property taxed under this section shall be assessed on the basis of the 
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market value of the same, or similar property in the neighborhood where assessed 
in the year eighte,eii liundred and sixty; and it is liereby declared that all the prop- 
erty and assets of corporations, associations, or joint stock companies, whether 
incorporated or not, shall be assessed and taxed in the same manner, and to the same 
extent, as the property and assets of individuals. The tax on such property and 
assets to be assessed against and paid by such corporations, associations, or joint 
stock companies: Provided, That no bank or banking company shall be liable to pay 
a tax on deposits of money to the credit of, and subject to, the checks of others: 
And provided further, That the stock or shares representing property or as.sets in cor- 
porations, associations, or joint stock companies shall not be assessed or taxed as 
property under tliis act; but the dividends derived therefrom shall be subject to bo 
taxed as income under existing laws. 

II. Upon the amount of all gold or silver coin, and upon the amount of all moneys 
held abroad, or bills of exchange drawn therefor, promissory notes, rights, credits, 
and securities, payable in foreign countries, and upon the value of all gold dust, or 
gold and silver bullion, valued in specie, twenty per cent, and upon the value of gold 
and silver wares, plate, jewels, jewelry, and watches, valued on the basis of the value 
of such property in the year eighteen huncired and sixty, ten per cent. 

III. upon the amount of all moneys, except those mentioned in paragraph two, 
bank bills, Treasury notes, and other paper issued as currency, on hand or on deposit 
on the day of the approval of this act, five per cent. 

IV. Upon tln' ariioimt of all solvent credits, except those mentioned in paragraph 
two, five per cent: Proridcil, That all the bonds and stocks issued by the Oonfederate 
States, or by any 8tate, and all loans to the Government of the Confederate States, 
shall be exempt from taxation, except as to the interest payable tliereon, which shall 
be taxed as nicome, under existing laws: I'mndcd furUier, That the interest on the 
bonds, stocks, or obligations of the Confederate States, or of anv State, shall not be 
taxed a.s income in cases where the acts under which they were issued contain a 
stipulatmn that the interest thereon shall be exempt from taxation. 

V. Upon profits made by buying and selling merchandise, effects, or property of 
any description, or money, gold, silver, stocks, credits, or obligations of any kind, at 
any tune b(>tnecn .lauuary first, eighteen hundred and sixty-five, and January first, 
eigliteon bundled and sixty-six, ten per cent in addition to the tax on such profits as 
incoiiKi. Said profits to be ascertained by the difference between tlu; jirice jiaid in 
(Jonlederate Treasury notes, including all costs and charges, and the ])rice l ealized in 
the same currency: f'mrkled, That if the objects of sale were pur(hascd at anv time 
since January iirst, eightcien hundred and sixty-three, this additional tax shall attach 
on the profits realized on th(! sale thereof during the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-five. 

VI. Upon the amount of profits exceeding twentv-five per cent made daring the 
year eighteen hnndied and sixty-five by any bank or banking company, insuran<«, 
canal, navigation, importing or exiiorting, telegra|)li, c-tpress, railroad, manufactur- 
ing, mining, dry dock or other joint stock conipanv, of any doscriptiim, whether 
incorporated or not, twenty-five percent: I'mridnl, that thislax shall apply to indi- 
viduals and partnerships tsngaged in trade, or anv biisine.'^s or emplovmeiit enuiiier- 
uted in tins i)aragra|)li, a.s well as to corpoi-atioii.s or joint stock companies. 

Sec. 2. That the property, the income and moneys, of hospitals, asylums, churches, 
schools, collego's, and charitable institutions, shall be exempt from taxation under the 
provisions ot this act, or any other law. All property within the lines of the enemy 
shall be exempt irom taxation ,so long as it remains within such lines, but any income 
derived theii^t'rom shall be taxed as income under existing laws. The exemptions 
enumerated in jmragraiihs one, two, and three of section five of the act entitled "An 
act to levy additional taxes for the coninion defense and support of the Government " 
approved seventeenth February, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, are herebv reen- 
acted. Honsehold furniture, where the value does not exceed three hundreddollars 
on the basis of the value thereof in the year eighteen hundred and sixty; wearino- 
apparel ; goods maimfactured by any person for the use and consumption of "his family" 
including slaves; poultry, fruit and the products of gardens, when said poultry, friiit 
and produ('ts are raised for the family of the producer, and not for sale; corn, bacon, 
and other agricultural products, which were produced in the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-tonr, and nece.ssary for the taxpayer's family, including slaves, during the 
present year, and m his possession on the dav of the approval of this act. 
^ Sec. .1 1 hat the taxes on property for the j-car eighteen hundred and sixty-five, 
imposed by this act shall be assessed as on the day of the approval of this act, and 
be due and co lected on the first day of June next, or as soon thereafter as practica- 
ble ihe additional taxes on profits for the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five 
Shall lie assessed and col ected according to the provisions of existing laws in i-egard 
to the ^sessment and collection of taxes on income. And all the tdxea imposed by 
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this act, as well as the taxes on incomes and profits, shall be payable in Confederate 
Treasury notes of the new issue, or in the certificates of indebtedness authorized by 
an act entitled "An act to reduce the eurreiic}- and to authorize a new issue of 
notes and bonds," approved seventeenth February, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, 
at par, without any allowance for interest, except that the tax for th«3 pay o£ soldiers 
shall be payable in Treasury notes only. 

Sec. 4. That upon all the subjects of taxation mentioned in this act and the act 
approved seventeenth February, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, entitled "An act 
to amend an act entitled 'An act to lay taxes for the common defense and carry on 
the (iovernment of the Confederate States,' approved twenty-fourth April, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-three," there shall be levied and assessed for the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-five an additional tax in money, equal to one-fifth of the amount 
of the tax on the sasne subjects inipotsed for the year eighteen hundred and sixty-live 
by this act and the said act of scvouteenth Felii'uary, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
four, which tax shall be payable in Confcdeiate Treasury notes of the new issue only, 
and shall be assessed and collected at tlie same time with the other taxes; and the 
money arising therefrom shall be first appropriated to tlie i)a3'mont of the increased 
compensation of the soldiers of the Army: Provided, That this additional tax shall 
not be construed to apply to, or to increase, the tax in kind.

Upon the amount of all gold and silver coin, gold dust, gold and silver bullion 
whether hold by banks, or other corporations, or individuals, and upon all moneva 
held abroad, and bills of exchange drawn on foreign countries, a tax of one per ceiit, 
which may be paid in kind, or in the evidences of indebtedness above specified, at 
thD market value of tlie same ni specie as aforesaid.

Skc. 2. That all the property and assets of corporations, associations, and joint stock 
companies of every description, whether incorporated or not, shall be assessed and 
taxed in the same manner and to the same extent as the property and assets of 
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individuals; the tax on such property and assets to be assessed against and paid by 
such corporation, association, and joint stock company: Provided, That no bank or 
banking company shall be liable to pay tax upon deposits of money to the credit of 
and subject to the checks of others: And provided also, That the stock or shares 
representing property or assets in corporations, associations, or joint stock companies, 
shall not be assessed and taxed as property under this act, but the dividends derived 
therefrom shall be liable to the income tax as provided by existing laws. 

Sec. S. That the following exemptions from taxation under this act shall be 
allowed, to wit; 

The property, income, and moneys of hospitals, asylums, churches, schools, 
colleges, and cbaritable institutions. ^ 

All property within the enemy's lines shall be exempt so long as it shall remain 
within such lines, unless income be derived from such propertv, and in that event 
the income so derived shall be taxed. 

The exemptions enumerated in paragraphs one, two, and three of section five of 
the act entitled "An act to levy additional taxes for the common defense and support 
of the Government," approved seventeenth Febniary, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
four, are hereby reenacted. A^' earing apparel; household furniture, where the value 
thereof does not exceed one tbonKuid dollars; goods manufactured by any person 
for the use and consumption of his family; products of gardens, poultry, and fruit 
raised for the family of the producer, and not for sale, and corn, bacon, and other 
agricultural products, whicli were produced in the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 
four, and in the possession of the producer on the day of the passage of this act, and 
necessary for the support of himself and family, including his slaves, during the 
present year, from or on which taxes in kind fiave been deducted and delivered, 
or paid, shall be exempt from taxation.

7. Pawnbrokers shall pay forty dollars. 

8. Distillers shall j)ay forty dollars.

The taxes above levied and specified shall be paid in Confederate Treasury notes, 
certificates of indebtedness, or certified accounts of bonded quartermasters and coni- 
missaries, at the market value thereof in specie as aforesaid. Nothing in tins act 
contained shall be construed to exempt tlie persons engaged in or following tlie 
trades, business, and occupations above designated from the payment of the amount 
of per centum on sales as are levied in the act of February seventeenth, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four, aforesaid; and the taxes above specified, as well as the per 
centvfm on sales, shall be paid and collected under and in accordance with the pro- 
visions of said act, subject to the changes and modifications above set forth.

Mr. I'rcxiderit: The IIouso of Representatives have passed bills and a joint resolution 
of the following titles; in which they reqnest the concnrreiice of the Senate: 

}l. II. 2()4. An act to increase the connjensation of district attorneys; 

H. R. 847. All Hcl, to authorize and I'egulate the allowances of naval storekeepers; 

M. K. 401. An act to amend and extend the provisions of an act entitled "An act 
fixing the salaries of certain civil ofBcers in the Trans-Mississippi Department," 
approved February 18, 1865; 

II. R. 404. An act further to amend the act to provide an invalid corps, approved 
I'Vbruary 17, 1864; 

U. li. 405. An act to establish certain post routes therein named; 

H. R. 406. An act to amend the acts to regulate the assessment and collection of 
taxes in kind; 

H. R. 407. An act to construe and declare more explicitly the meaning of an act 
to increase the compensation of the heads of the several Executive Departments and 
the Assistant Secretary of War and the Treasury and of the Assistant Attorney- 
General and the Comptroller of the Treasury and other officers therein named, 
approved June 14, 1864; 

H. R. 408. An act regulating the compensation of Government officers, clerks, and 
employees in the city of Petersbui-g; 
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H. R. 410. An act making an appropriation for the construction and repair of rail-

Mr. Orr, from the Committee on Finance, reported 
A bill (S. 320) to increase the salary of the assistant treasurer at 
Charleston, S. C. ; 

which was read the tirst and second times and considered as in Com- 
mittee of the Whole; and no amendment being proposed, it was i-eported 
to the Senate.

Mr. Scnunes, from the Conunittee on Finance, to whom was recom- 
mitted the hill (H. li. ;-579) to levy additional _ taxes for the year 1865, 
for ttio support of the Government, reported it with an amendment. 

Tiie Senate proceeded, as in Committee of the Whole, to the consid- 
eration of the said bill. 

On the question to agree to the reported amendment, to wit: Strike 
out all after the enacting clause and insert: 

That in addition to the taxes levied by the act approved February seventeenth, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-tour, entitled "An aet to amend an act entitled 'An act 
to lay taxes for the coninion defense and carry on the Oiovernrnent of the Confederate 
Statcis,' approved twenty-fonrth April, eighteen hundred and sixty-three," there 
shall be levied for the year eighteen hundred and fixty-five, on the subjects of taxa- 
tion hereinafter mentioned, and collected from every person, copartnership, associa- 
tion, or corporation liable therefor, taxes as follows, to wit; 

I. Upon the value of all property, real, personal, or mixed, of every kind and 
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description, not hereinafter exempted, or taxed at a different rate, one-halt of one per 
cent. Tlie value of the property taxed under tliis section shall be assessed on the 
basis of the'market value of the same or similar property in the neighborhood where 
assessed in the year eighteen hundred and sixty; and it is hereby declared thatallthe 
property and assets of corporations, associations, or joint stock companies, whether 
incorporated or not, shall bo assessed and taxed in the same manner and to the same 
extent as tlie property and assets of individuals. The tax on such property and 
assets to be assessed against and paid by such corporations, associations, or joint stock 
companies: J'romled, That no bank or banking company shall be liable to pay a tax 
on deposits of money to the credit of and subject to the checks of others: And pro- 
mded further, That the stock or shares representing property or assets in corporations, 
associations, or joint stock companies sliall not be assessed or taxed as property 
under this act; bnt the dividends derived therefrom shall be subject to be taxed as 
income under existing laws. 

II. Upon the amount of all gold or silver coin, and upon the amount of all 
moneys held abroad, or bills of exchange drawn therefor, promissory notes, rights, 
credits, and securities, payable in foreign countries, and upon the value of all gokl 
dust or gold and silver bullion, valued in specie, one per cent; and upon the value 
of gold and silver wares, plate, jewels, jewelry, and watches, valued on the basis of 
the value of such property in the year eighteen hundred and sixty, one-half of one 
per cent. 

III. Upon the amount of all moneys, except those mentioned in paragrapli two, 
bank bills, Treasury notes, and other paper issued as currency, on hand or on deposit 
on the day of the approval of this act, two per cent. 

IV. Upon the amount of all solvent credits, except those mentioned in para- 
graph two, two per cent: I'romded, That all the bonds and stocks issued by the Con- 
federate Stati«, or by any State, and all loans to the Government of the Confederate 
States, shall be exempt from taxation, except as to the interest payable thereon, 
which sliall be taxecf as income under existing laws; J'rurhled farllier, That the 
interest on the bonds, stocks, or obligations of the Coni'erlerate States, or o£ any State, 
shall not bo taxed as incoUni in cas<\s where> tlic acts under which they were issue(l 
contained a stipulation that the interest tiicreou shall be cxcni])t from taxation. 

V. Upon profits made l)y buying and selling' niercbandise, effects, or property of 
any description, or momy, gold, silvi-r, i^tocks, credits or obligations of any kind, at 
any time between January first, eighteen hundred and sixty-tive, and January lirst, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six, ten per cent in addition to the tax on such proflfa aa 
income; said profits to be ascertained by the difference between the price paid in 
Confederate Treasury notes, in<'lu<ling all costs an<l cliarges, and the price realized 
in the same currency: I'roridcd, That if the objet'ts of sale were purchased at any 
time since January first, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, this additional tax shall 
attach on the profits realized on the sak; thereof during the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-five. 

VI. Upon the amount of profits exceeding twenty-five per cent made during tlio 
year eighteen hundred and sixty-tive by any bank oi- banking company, insurance, 
canal, navigation, importing or exporting, telegraph, express, railroad, manufactur- 
ing, mininp;, dry dock, or other joint stock company of any descrijition, wliether 
incorporate(i or not, tw(!nty-fivc per wnt: f'romdcd,' Tliat this tax shall H])\-)\y to 
individuals and partnerships cjiigagcnl in trade, or in any business or employment 
enumerated in this paragrapli, as well as to corporations or joint stock companies: 
Provided j'miher, That iiKlividnals and ])artnerships who have not been assessed, or 
who have not psiid, for the year eighteen hundred and sixty-four, the tax imposed 
on the excess of profits over twenty-five i><!r cent for tliat year, shall be assessed and 
required to jiay, during the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five, twenty-five per 
cfjnt tax on the excess of profits over twenty-flve per cent realized during" the year 
eight«!en hundred and sixty-four. 

"Skc. 2. Tliat the property, the income and moneys, of hospitals, asylums, churches, 
schools, colleges, and charitable institutions shall be exempt from-taxatioii under 
the provisions of this act or any other I-av;. All property within the lines of the 
enemy shall be exempt from ta.-cation so long as it remains within such lines; but 
any hicome derived therefrom shall be taxed as income under existing laws. The 
exemptions enumerated in paragraphs one, two, and three of section five of the act 
entitled "An act to levy additional taxes for the common defense and support of the 
Government," approved seventeenth February, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, 
are hereby reenacted. Household furniture, where the value does not exceed three 
hundred dollars on the basis of the value thereof in the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty; wearing apparel; goods manufactured by any person for the use and consump- 
tion of his family, including slaves; poultry, fruit, and the products of gardens, when 
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said poultrj', fruit, and products are raised for the family of the prodmer and not for 
sale; corn, bacon, and other agricultural products which were produced in the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-four, and necessary for the taxpayer's family, including 
slaves, during the present year, and in his possession on the day of the approval of 
this act, shall be exempt from taxation. 

Sec. 3. That when property, real or personal, has been injured or destroyed by 
the enemy, or the owner thereof has been temporarily deprived of the use thereof, 
or, in the case of real estate, of the means of cultivating the same, by reason of the 
possession or proximity of the enemy, the assessment on such property may be 
reduced in proportion to the damage sustained by the owner, or the tax assessed 
thereon may be reduced in the same ratio by t!ie district collector on satisfactory 
evidence sul)mitted to him by the owner or assessor: Proriiled, That the families ot 
soldiers in the Army, and those scjidicrs discharged or reliied from active service in 
the field on account of physical disability, and vvho.se families are composed entirely 
of white mendjers, whose farms are cultivated by tlieir families, shall not be liable 
to any tax in kind. 

Sec. 4. That the taxes on property for the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five 
imposed by this act shall be assessed as on the day of the approval of this act, and 
be due and collected on the first day of June next, or as soon thereafter as practi- 
cable. The additional taxes on profits for the year eighteen hundred and sixty-ti\e 
shall be assessed and collected according to the provisions of existing laws in regard 
to the assessment and collection of taxes on income. 

Six-. Ti. That the taxes levied by paragrajihs one and two of tlie first section of 
this act shall l)e paid in Confederate States Treasury notes of the new issue, and cer- 
tificates of indebtedness authorizexl by an act entitled "An act t« reduce the currency 
and to autliorize a new issue of notes and bonds," approved seventeenth February, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-four; but said Treasury notes and certificates shall be 
received by the collectors in payment of said taxes only at their market value in 
specie, to be ascertained, assessed, and declared from time to time, as hereinafter 
mentioned; Proridn!, That at least one- half of said faxes shall be paid in said Treasury 
notes. And it is hereby enacted that the certificates of indebtedness authorized by 
the said act of scventcentli February, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, may be 
issued for debts contracted (trior to the ])assagi; of said act, and that the agent of the 
Treasury for the Trans-Mississippi Deiiartmcnt be, and he is hereby, authorized to 
issue, under regulations to be prescribed l)y the Secretary of the Treasury, the cer- 
tificattis ot indelrteduesH i)rovided for in the said act of seventeenth February, 
eighteen hundred and sixty -four, for debts contracted in the Trans-Mississippi Depart- 
ment prior or subsequent to thc^ jtassago! of said act of seventeenth February, 
eighteen hinidred and sixtv-foui-, aud that all the t:ertificates above mentioned shall 
be received in pavment of said taxes at their market value in specie as aforesaid; 
subject, howev er," to the condition above mentioned, that one-half of said taxes are 
to be paid in Treasury notes. 

Sbc. 6. That th(! taxes mentioned in paragraphs three, four, five, and six of sec- 
tion one of this act, and all tlie money taxes imposed b)"" the act approved seven- 
teenth February, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, entitled "An act to amend an 
act entitled 'An act to lay taxes for the common defense and carry on the Govern- 
ment of the Confederat«" States,' approved April twenty-fourth, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-three," shall be paid in Confederate States Treasury notes ot the new issue 
only at par. 

Skc. 7. That the State collector of ta^fcs of each State shall, immediately after 
the passage of this act, appoint three discreet persona in each Congressional district 
in his State, wlio sliall take and sul)scril)e an oath before some officer authorized to 
administer the same, for the true and faithful performance of their duties under this 
ai^t (which oath shall bo deposited with such collect.or), and who shall meet on the 
fifth day preceding the lirst day ot June next, at such places in their district as they 
or any two of them may agree upon, and shall ascertain and declare the market 
value in speci(! of Confcderatx! Treasury notes and certificates of indebtedness, and 
sliall immediately make out a written declaration of the same,^ and transmit a cojiy 
of the same to the collector of eac^h (•ounty, parish, or district in their Congressional 
distri(;t, and also a coi>y to the State collector, on or before the first day of June; and 
thereafter said ))ersons' shall, on the fifth day lieiore the exjtiration of each succeed-

eighteen hundred and sixty-five, on the subjects of taxation hereinafter mentioned, 
and collected from every person, copartnership, association, or corporation liable 
therefor, taxes as follows, to wit: 

"I. Upon the value of all property, real, personal, or mixed, of every kind and 
description, not hereinafter exempted, or taxed at a different rate, eight per cent. 
The value of the property taxed under this section shall be assessed on the basis of 
the market value of the same or similai- property in the neighborhood where assessed 
in the year eighteen hundred and sixty; and it is hereby declared that all the prop- 
erty and assets of corporations, associations, or joint stock companies, whether incor- 
porated or not, shall be assessed and taxed in the same manner and to the same 
extent as the property and assets of individuals. The tax on such property and 
assets to be assessed against and paid hy such corporations, associations, or joint 
stock conipaniea: Promd&l, That no bank or banking company shall be liable to pay 
a tax on deposits of money to the credit of and subject to the cihecks of others: 
And prorUhd juiiher, That the stock or shares representing property or assets in 
corporations, associations, or joint stock companies Khali not be assessed or taxed as 
).)roperty under this act, but the dividends derived thei-efioni shall be subject to be 
taxed as income under existing laws. 

"11. Upon the amount of all gold or silver coin, and upon the amount of all 
moneys hekl abroad, or bills of exchange drawn therefor, promissory notes, rights, 
credits, and securities, payable in foreign countries, and upon the value of all gold 
dust or gold and silver bullion, valued in specie, twenty per cent; and upon the 
value of gold and silver wares, plate, jewels, jewelry, and watches, valued on the 
basis of the value of such properby in the year eigliteen hundred and sixty, ten per 
cent. 

"III. Upon the amount of all moneys, except those mentioned in paragraph two, 
bank bills. Treasury notes, and other paper issued as currency, on hand or on deposit, 
on the day of the approval of this act, live per cent. 

" JV. Upon the amount of all solvent credits, except tho.se mentioned in paragraph 
two, live per cent: Provided, That all the bonds and stocks issued by the Confederate 
States, or by any State, and all loans to the Government of the Confederate States, 
shall be exempt from taxation, except as to the intt^rest payable thereon, wliich shall 
be taxed as income under e?c)sting laws: Proridcd Jurlher, That the interest on the 
bonds, stocks, or obligations of tlie Confederate States, or of any State, shall not be 
taxed as income in casen where tlu; acts under whicli they were iss\ied contain a stipu- 
lation that the interest thcireon .shall he exempt from taxation. 

" V. Upon profits made by buying and selling nicrchandise, effects, or property of 
any description, or money, gf)l(l, silver, stocks, cre<lits, or obligations of any Kind, at 
any time between January first, (eighteen humhe<l and sixty-five, and January first, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six, ten per cent in aildition to the tax on such profits as 
income; said profits to he ascertained by the difference between the price i^aid in 
Confederate Treasury nobis, including all "costs and charg(?s, and the price realized in 
the same currency: Provided, That if tlu>, objects of sale were purchased at any time 
since Jannary first, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, this additional fcix shall 
attac^h on tlie profits realized on the sale thereof during the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-five. 

" VI. Upon the amount of prf)fits excreeding twenty-five per cent made during the 
yc'ar (sighteen hunilred and sixty-tivts by any bank or banking company, insurance, 
canal, navigation, importing or exporting, telegraph, exjjress, railroad, manufactur- 
ing, mining, dry dock, or other joint stock company of any description, whether 
incorporated or not, twenty-five per cent: Provided, That this tax shall apply to 
individuals and partnerships engaged in trade, or in any business oi- employment 
enumerated in this paragraph, as well as to corporations or joint stock companies: 
Prorided' furtlwr, That individuals and partnerships who ha\-e not been assessed, 
or have liotpaid, for the year eighteen hundredand sixty-four, the tax of twenty-live 
l)Cr cent impos(>(l on the excess of prolifs over twenty-tive ]>er cent for that year, 
shall be assessed and i-equired to pay during the year eighteeii hundred and sixty- 
live twenty-livi! per cent on tiie excess of jirofits over twenty-five per cent realized 
during the year eighteen hundred and sixty-four. 

"Sue. 2. The i)roperty, the in(«me and moneys, of hospitals, asylums, churches, 
schools, colleges, and charitable institutions shall bo exempt from taxation under the 
provisions of this act or any other law. All property within the lines of the enemy 
shall be exempt from taxation so long as it reuiains within such lines; but any 
income derived therofi'om shall be taxed as income under existing laws. The exemp- 
tions enumerated in paragraphs one, two, and three of section five of the act entitled 
'An act to-levy additional taxes for the connnon defense and support of the Govern- 
ment,' approved seventeenth February, eighteen hundredand sixty-four, are hereby 
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reen-acted. Household furniture, where the vahie does not exceed three hundred 
dollars on the basis of the value thereof in the year eighteen hundred and sixty; 
wearing apparel, goods manufactured by any person for the use and consumption of 
his family, including slaves; poultry, fruit, and the products of gardens, when said 
poultry, fruit, and products are raised for the family of the producer and not for sale; 
com, bacon, and other agriciiltui-al products which were produced in the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-four, and necessary for the taxpayer's family, including 
slaves, during the present year, and in his possession on the day of tlie approval of 
this act, shall be exempt from taxation. 

"Sec. 3. That the taxes on property for the year eighteen Imndred and sixty-five 
imposed by this act shall be assessed as on the day of the approval of this act, and 
be due and collected on tlie first day of June next, or as soon thereafter as practica- 
ble. The additional taxes on profits for the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five 
shall be assessed and collected according to the provisions of existing laws in regard 
to the assessment and collection of taxes on incomes; and all the taxes imposed by 
this act, as well as the taxes on incomes and profits, and the specific taxes and taxes 
on sales, shall be payable in Confederate Treasury notes of the new issue, or in the 
certificates of indebtedness authorized by an act entitled "An act to reduce the cur- 
rency and to autlioriKO a new issue of uotvB and bonds," approved J^ebruary seven- 
tccntii, eigliteen hundnnl and sixty-four, at pav without any allowance for inteiest: 
Prodded, Tiiat at least one-half of aai<l taxes shall be paid in Treasury notes as 
aforesaid: And prnddt'd further, That the tax for the increased piiy of soldiers shall be 
paid in Confederate Treasury notes of the new issue only. And it is liereby enacted 
that the certificates of indebtedness authorized by the said act of February seven- 
teenth, eighteen hundred and sixty -four, may te issued for debts contracted prior 
to the [)assage of said act, and the agent of the Treasury for the Trans-Mississippi 
Departnuiut be, and he is hereby, authorized to issue, under regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the treasury, eertilicates of indebtedness provided for in 
said act of iu'bruary i^cventcentli, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, for deiMs con- 
tracted prior or subse(|uent to the passage of said act in the Trans-Mississippi Depart- 
ment, and that all the eertilicates above mentioned shall be received in payment of 
said taxes in like nuiiuier and to the same extent as the certiiicates originally author- 
ized by the said act of seventeenth February, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, 
subject to the provisos above mentioned. 

"Sec. 4. That upon all the sui)jects of taxation mentioned in this act and the act 
approvetl seventeenth February, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, entitled 'An act to 
amend an act entitled "An act to lay taxes forthe common defense and carry on the 
Government of th(^ Confedei'ate States," approved t\veJ]ty-fonrtli Ajjril, eigliteen

not be construed to apply to or to increase tlu- tax in kind. 

"Sue. 5. Any taxpayer, under rcgtilalidns to lie prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, shall be allowed to pay into tlic Treasury, in advance, such sum or sums 
as ho may choose on account of taxes (u accrue against him, and to obtain therefor an 
unassignable certiticato of such payment. 

"Skc. (i. Congress having intended by the act of seventeenth February, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four, entitled 'An act to levy additional taxes for the common 
defense and support of the (invernment,' as amended by the act of fourteenth June,

That when property, real or personal, has been injured or destroyed by 
the enemy, or the owner thereof has been temporarily deprived of the use thereof, 
or, in the case of real estate, of the means of cultivating the same, by reason of the 
possession or proximity of tiie enemy, the assessment on such propertv may be 
reduced in proportion to the damage sustained by the owner, or the tax as.«essed 
thereon may be reduced in the same ratio by the district collector on satisfactory 
evidence submitted to him by the owner or assessor. 
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' ' Sec. 8. That the Secretary of the Treasury, on the recommendation of the boards 
of police, county courts, or such other county, district, or parish tribunal as may be 
prescribed by the State collectors, respectively, transmitted through said collectors, 
IS hereby authorized to suspend the collection of taxes now due or imposed by this 
or any other or future act in those districts wliere depredations have been committed 
by the enemy, in cases of individuals in Hiu:h districts where in his judgment the 
resources of the taxpayer asking sucli suspension have been so seriously damaged 
or destroyed as to render the payment of taxes impossible or excessively oppressive; 
such suspension to be revokable at the pleasure of the Secretary of the Tr^iaury,"

To the Senate of the (hnfederate Slntef of A Oie, 

The act entitled " An act to abolisli t!ie oilice of certain quartermasters and assistant 
quartermastera, cominiasaries and assistant couiniissaries, and to provide for the 
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appointmpnt of bonded agents in said departments," which originated in your hon- 
orable bodj^, is herewith returned without iny approval, and with a statement of the 
objec.tions wh'wh liave prevented my signing it. 

The act abolislies the office of all quartermasters and assi.stant quartermasters, com- 
missaries and assistant commissaries, at posts iinc] depots, and of those engaged in 
purchasing and impressing supplies, ex(-ept sucli as are above the ago of forty-five 
years, or have been disabled in' service, or declared unfit for duty in the field. It 
re(|uires those officers to be dropped from service, one-fourth in two months, one- 
fourth in four months, one-fourth in six months, and one-fourth within two years, 
and directs that their places be supjilied by bonded agents, who are to be persons 
above the age of forty-five years, or disabled in service, or unfit for duty in the field, 
and it revokes all details and repeals all authority to grant details of persons 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years for duty in Quartermaster's and Com- 
missary Departments, except skiiled"artisans and mechanics permanently employed, 
or persons disabled or unfit for duty in the lield. 

The object plainly intended by this act is (>ne which meets my hearty coucnrrenco 
and ajiproval. Its obvious ptifpose is to strengthen the Array by placing in the 
ranks f)ers<)ns lit for active service and whose places can be supplied 'by others unable 
to (lo duty in the field. On reference of the subject, however, to the Secretary of 
War, it lias been found that tins art could not he executed without seriously impair- 
ing our ability to supply the armies iu the field during the approaching campaign, 
and that its operation would be to drop officers who have been carefully selected by 
reason of their superior capacity and qualifications, while retaining others of inferior 
merit and value. 

The difficulty of furnishing supplies to the Armj', owing to embarrassments in 
transportation, is greater now than it has been at any previous period of the war. 
This difiiculty has prompted the selection for that duty of the best and most active 
and competent oflBcens in the (iuartermaster's and Commissary Departments, and 
suc'li olHcers have, within the last six months, been, in many instances, withdrawn 
from the annies where their services were less important and assigned to duty in 
purcli.isiii!,', colleetiug, and forwarding supplie.s. This fact was, I feel confident, not 
know n to (.'oiigress when the act was framed, and it could not have been intcmded to 
drop from sei'vice otlicers of special merit and retain others of inferior value. 

I am also satisfied, from the report made to nie by the Secrelary of War, that the 
iiunilior of officers who would he dropped under the provisions of this law is far less 
than is supposed; that their value as soldiers in the ranks would in no measure com- 
pensate for the loss of their services in their present jiosition. 

The total namber of post and purchasing coniinissaries in the States east of the 
IMississippi River is but 212, of whom many are either over forty-five years of age, or 
otherwise (ixemjit from the operations of th(! proposed Unv. 

The total number of (juartcinna-stcirs collecting tax in kind is !)(>, and on post duty, 
22.'!, including olHcers in charge of manufactures of clothing, shoes, harness, wagons, 
ambulances, eh:. A number of them are over forty-five years of age, others woukl 
not lie embraced by the terms of the act; others, still, liave special qualifications 
for the superintendence of the important manufactures confided to their care. 

Taken altogether, it is doubted whether the oftic«rs who would be dropped 
under the provisions of the bill would exceed 200 in number, of whom 50 would go 
into the ranks in two months, 50 in four months, and 50 more in six months. Thi.s 
scarcel y ai)[)re( iable addition to the force in the field would be dearly bought at the 
saci dice of efiiciency iu the two branches of service on which the very existence o£ the 
Army depends. 

The terms of the act exempt from its operation those now on duty in the field, so 
that if it becomes a law, it would not even be possible to avert the loss of the best 
oflicers by returning them to duty in the lield and dropping others of inferior merit. 
Tlie 8(!crctary of War is left without discretion or choii'C in the matter. 

The heads of the two branches of service affected by this act apprehend great 
einbarrassnient to their respective departments if it becomes a law. The machinery 
now organized would be iin])cded in its working everywhere, and in some instances 
positively interrupted, just at the opening of this most important campaign. Valu- 
able and' experienced officers would be withdrawn from service. Chief commis- 
saries, long accustomed to control operations in an entire State, quartermasters 
thoroughly informed as to the resources of their respective fields of duty, would, at 
short intervals, be dropped; and the heads of these bureaus would be einliarrassed 
with the difficult duty, in the midst of an active campaign, of supplying their places 
with inexperienced and untried successors. 

The representations made to me on the subjects embraced in this act by those 
under ^^ hose immediate superintendence its provisions would be executed, together

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with my own daily experience oi the difficulties attendant on the efiicient discharge 
of the duties of these two indispensable branches of the service, have created appre- 
hensions of injurious effects from the passage of the act too serious to permit my 
approving it..

That nothing in this act shall a])ply to quartermasters and commissaries 
who are now on duty with armies in the field, or to ofiicers now on duty in the city 
of Richmond, in the offices of the Quartenriaster-General and Commissary-General, 
or to ollict^rs above thi' age of forty-live years, or who have been disabled iri the serv- 
ice or declared unfit for duty in the field. 

Sec. 4. That the President sliall appoint as many agents, who shall execute l)ond, 
jiayable to the Confederate States, with suflicient security for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duty, with such penalty as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of War, 
as may be necessary to the eflicieiicy of those departments, and that their compensa- 
tion shall not exceed that now allowed (]uartermasters and commissaries for similar 
duties: Provided, Said agents shall be appointed from jiersons above the age of forty- 
five years, or from irersonw who ha\o been disabled in the service or found unlit for 
duty in the field.

Thatall autliority to detail persons between tlie. ages of eighteen and forty-fivo 
years for duty in the Quartermaster's and Commissary Departments is hereby 
repealed, and all details heretofore grantcid in these departiiieuts are hereby revoked-^ 
exceirt- as to skillcnl artisans antt mechanii-s permanently ('inployed in .said dejiart- 
ments — unless tlu y are persons who have Ix'en disabled in tlu/sorvice or declared 
unfit for duty in the field.

I have ]io\v under consideration tlie act entitled "An act to diminish the number 
of exemptions ami details," whicli lias passed both Hou.ses, and was presented to nie 
on Saturday,, th(( 1 llli instant. 

Th<> act contains two i>rovisionH which would, in practice, so impair the etliciency 
of tim s(^rvii'e as to counterbalance, if not ontweigh, the advantages that would result 
from the oilier clanses contained in it. 

Tlu! thinl section exempts all skilled artisans and mechanics in the em]jlovmontot 
the (iovt.'rnment from all military service. A very iinportantand indeed indispensa- 
l)Ui i)Ortion of our local defense troops consists of these mechanics and artisans. They 
amount to uiauy thousands in tlu; Confederacy, and while they are and should 
remain exempt from general service, no good cause is perceived why they should 
not, like all other citizens capable of hearing arms, be organized for local defense 
and be ready to defoud the localities in wliioli they are respectively employed 
agaiu.st sudden raids and incursions, if exempt from this local service, it will be 
ueeessary to detach in many cases troops from the armies in the field to guard the 
towns and worksliops where they are employed. It is believed that if this provision 
become a law, tlie gain of strength resulting from the repeal of other exemptions 
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enacted by the first sectioa of the law would be more than counterbalanced hj the 
loss of this local force. 

The second provision to which I refer is tliat which revolces all details and exemp- 
tions heretofore granted by the President and Secretary of War, and prohihitH the 
grant of such exemptions and details hereafter. There is little hazard in saviii<r that 
such a provision could not be executed without so disorganizing the public service as 
to produce very injurious results. In every department of the (Government, iu every 
branch of the service throughout the country, there are duties to be performed whicK 
can not be discharged except by men instructed and trained in their performance 
Long experience makes them experts, Their services become, in their peiuiliai- 
sphere of duty, worth to the country greatly more than any they could possibly 
render ni the field. Some of them it would be impossible immediately to replace. 

The Treasury expert who detects a forged note at a glance; the accounting ofiieer 
whose long experience makes him a living repository of tlie rules and precedtnits 
which guard the Treasury from frauds; the .superintendent of the manufacturing 
establishments of the Government which supply shoes, harness, wagons, arabulancep' 
etc., for the Army; the employees who have been specially trained in the distribu- 
tion and subdivision of mail matter among the various routes by which it is to reach 
Its destuiation, are among tlu- instances that are afforded by the daily experience of 
executive olhcers. To witlidraw from the public service at once, and without any 
means of replacing tlieni, tlie very limited mnnber of exports, IxUieved lo be u/s 
than one hundred, who aie affo(^tcd by the bill, is to throw the whole macliiuerv of 
government into confusion and disorder, at a period wlien none who ai (^ not cn-wred 
m executive duties can have an adequate idea of the difliculties liv whicli they aie 
already embarrassed. " 
^ The desire of llie llxecntive and Sccretarv of War to obtsiin for the Army the serv- 
ices of every man availjdih^ lor the pul)lic defense can hardly be doubto^d; and Con- 
gress may be as.sureil that nothing but iiup(>rative public nwessitv could iiiduc(> tho 
exercise ot any discretion vestwl in tlicm to retain men out of the Army. Hut no 
government can be administered wifhout \c.>ting smm; discretiim in' executive 
oflicers m the application of general rukw to cla.-ses of the ])0])nlation. Individual 
exceptions exist to all such ruU^s iu the very nature of tliinss, ;iiid these cxcei>f)on'< 
can not be provided for ))y legislation in advance. I eariuistly hoiie that Compress 
will jiass an amondmont f o tlie act now und(\r consideration, iii accordance with the 
foregoing recoinineiidafions, so that I may be able, by sigiung botli the act and 
amendment, to sccur(! nniuiiiainjd benelit from the proiwsed legislation.

(government at great cost and with the loss of their services in the field • Of the tl, ''c 
surgeons who are to compose the board, only two are to be pub!i<= oflicer" 4 1, f 
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any resident phj^sician of a county, in connection with a single army surgeon, would 
have ])ower hy action from wliich theie is no appeal to discharge permanently from 
service any inhabitant of tlie county in wluch lie practices his profession. When we 
consider the strong opposition mauiiested in many districts of country to the system 
of conscription, and the many influences which are resorted to by tiiose who seek to 
escape service, there is much cause to fear that the effect of these provisions will be 
to deplete our reduced forces to a serious extent, and I hope it will be the pleasure 
of Congress to repeal this section or materially to modify its provisions.

W'lieii informed on Thuisday last that it was the intention of Congress to adjourn 
sine, r!io on the ensuing Saturday, I deemed it my duty to request a postponement of 
ttie adjournment in order that I might submit for your consideration certain matters 
of pubUc interest, which ai-e now laid before you. When that rciiuest was made the 
most iinjiortant measures that liad occupied your attention during the session had 
not been so far adva.nce<l as to be submitted for Kxeentive action ; and the state of tlie 
coimtry liad been so materially affectcnl Ijy the events of the last four months as to 
evince the necessity of further and more oiiergetic legislation than was contemplated 
in Ndvendx'r last. 

C)nr country is now environed with perils which it is our duty calmly to conteni- 
piiite. Thus alone can the measui-es necessary to avert threatened calamities be 
wisely devised and efficiently enforc'ed. 

llecc'iit military operation's of the enemy have been suc<«ssful in the capture of 
some of our seai>orts, in interrupting some of our lines of connnunication, and in 
de\'astating lar;:e districts of our comitry. These <!vents have had the natural effect 
of encouraging Our foes and dispiriting many of our ])eop!e. The capital of the Con- 
federate States is now tlucatcned, and is in greater danger than it has heretofore 
been daring the war. 

TlH^ fact is stated, witliout reserve or concealmcaif, as duo to tlio people whose 
servinits we are, and in whose; courage and constancy entire trust is reposed; as due 
to you, in whoso wisdom and resolute s|>irit tlie peo'plo have confided for the adop- 
tioii of the nK^asnros reiinired to guard them from threatened perils. 

While stating to yon that our country is in danger, 1 desirealso testate my deliberate 
tionvictimi thai: it is within our i)ower'to avert the calamities which nu^nace us, and 
to secure the triann>li of the sacred cause for which so nuK'h sacriiice lias been made, 
so much suffering endured, .so many [irccious lives been lo.st. This result is to he 
obtained by fortitude, by courage", by constancy in enduring the sacrilices still 
needed; in aword, by the prompt anil resolutii devotion of the whole resources of 
men and money in the (':()nl'ederacy to the achievement of our liberties and inde- 
liendence. The measures now required, to be successful, should be promiit, Long 
delilx'ration and protracted debate over important measures are not only natural, 
l)ut laudable in n^presentative a.'^seniblios, under ordinary circumstances; but in 
moments of danger, when action beconies urgent, the delay thus caused is itself a 
new source of peril. Thus it has unlVirtunately lia]>i)ened that some of the measures 
passed by you in pursuance of the recommendations contained in my message of 
November, last, bav<! l)een so retarded as to lose much of their value, or have, for the 
same rcascai, been abandoned after being matured, becau.se no longer applicable to 
our altered condition; and others have not been brought under examiriation. In 
malcing these r<'nia»:ks, it is far from my intention to attribute the loss of time to any 
otlier cause than those inherent in deliberative assemblies, but only urgently to 
recommend prompt action upon the measures now submitted. 

We. need, for carrying on the war successfully, men and supplies for the Army. 
We have both within our country sndicient to ol)tain success. 

To obtain the snjiplies, it is necessary to ])rotect productive districts and guard our 
liiu>s of comnundcation by an increase in the munber of our forces; and hence it 
results, that with a larg(! au<;mentation in the nundier of men in the Army, the facil- 
ity of sui)plving the troops would be greater tluni with our present reduced strength. 

'l"or the imrchase of the supplies now required, especially for the armies in Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina, the Treasury must be provided with means; and a jnodifl- 
cation in the impressment law is reciuired. It has t)oeu ascertainexl by examination 
that we liave within our reach a suflicienoy of wdiat is most needed for the Army, 
without having rec-onrse to the ample provision ex isting in those i)arts of the Con- 
federacy with which our counnunication has be(m partially interrupte<l l)y hostile 
ojienitions. But in some districts, from which supplies are to be drawn, the inhabit- 
ants being either within the enemy's lines, or in very close proximity, are unable to 
make use of Confederate Treasury notes for the purchase of articles of prime neces- 
sity, and it is necessarv that, to SOTne extent, coin be paid, in order to obtain supplies. 
It is therefore recommended that Congress devise the means for making available 
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the coin within the Confederacy, for the purpose of supplying the Army. Tiie office r.s 
of the supply departtnents report that with $2,000,000 in coin, the armies in Yir- 
ginia and North Carolina can be amply supplied ifor the remainder of tlie year; 
and the knowledge of this (ari should sufiice to insure the adoption of the measures 
necessary to oljtain this moderate sum. 

The impressjiient law, as it now exists, prohibits the public ofRwirs from imi>reHH- 
ing supplies without making payment of the valuation at the time of inipressivujnt. 
The limit fixed for the issue of Treasury notes has been nearly reached, and the 
Treasury can not always furnish the funds necessary for prompt payment; while, the 
law for raising revenue, which would have afforded means for diminishing, if not 
removing, this difficulty, was unfortunately delayed for several months, and has just 
been signed. In this condition of things', it is impossible to supply the Ariny, 
although ample stores may exist in the country, whenever the owners refuse to give 
credit to the public officer. It is necessary that this restriction on the power of 
impressment be removed. The power is admitted to be objectionable, liable to 
abuse, and unequal in its operations on individuals. Yet all the.se objections must 
yield to absolute necessity. It is also suggested that the system of valuation now 
established ought to be radically changed. The legislation requires, in such eases of 
impressment, that the market price be paid; but tliere is really no market price in 
many cases, and the valuation is made arbitrarily and in a (tepreciated ('urrency. 
The result is that the most extravagant prices are fbxed, such as no one expects evi'r 
to be paid in coin. None believe that the ( iovermnent can ev(!r redeem in coin the 
obligation to jiay $50 a bushel for corn, or S70() a bai'rel for (lour. It \\ o\M schmu 
to be more just and appropriate to estimate tlie supplies impressed at their value in 
coin, to give the obligation of the Govermnent for the payment of the ptw in 
coin, with I'easonahle interest, or at the option of tlie creditor, to r(;tiir)i in kind 
the wlieat or corn impressed, with a reasonable interest, also iiayable in kind, and 
to make the obligations thus issued receivable for all payments due in coin to the 
(iovernment. Whatever he tlie value attached by Congress to tliese siiggi>stions, 
it is hoped that there will be no hesitation in so changing the law iis to rentier it 
possil)le to supply the Army, in case of necessity for the inipressiuent of provisions 
for tliat purpose. 

The measin-e adopted to raise revt^nm;, though liberal in its provisions, l:)eing 
clearly inadequate to meet the arri;ar oi debt and the (Mirreiit oxptinditnro, sonie 
degree of embarrassment in the maiiagemeiit of the finances must coritimie to be felt. 
It is to b(! regretted, I tliink, that the recommendation of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, of a tax on agricultural iiu'ome, e(iual to the augmented tax on other incomes, 
l)iiyiil)le in Treusury noies, was rejected by (A)ngr(!ss. This ta.x would have con- 
tributed niateriully to fa(-ilitiite the purchase of ])rovisi(ms and diminish the neces- 
sity that is now felt for a supply of coin. 

The measures passed l)y Congress during the session for recriiitiiii; the .Vrinv and 
supplying the additional force needed for the pulili<' defense, have been in iiiy'judg- 
mciut insufiicient,_and I am impelled by a profound conviction of duty, aiidVtinm- 
lated by a sense of the perils which surround our country, to urge u[>(>n you additional 
legislation ou this subject. 

The bill for employing negroes as soMiers has not yet reaehiMl iue, thougli the 
printe I journals of your proceedings inform ine of its ])assage. 7\fncli betielit is 
antij ipat(>d from this measure, though far less than would liir\-t- resulted from its 
adoption at an earlier date, so ius to afford time for their organization and instruction 
(luring tlu! winter months. 

The bill for diminishing the number of exempts has just be(>n made the subject of 
.'i special nies.sage, an<l its provisions are such as would add no strength to the Army. 
The reeonimendation to abol ish all class exemptions has not met voiir favor, although 
still deemed by me a valuable and important metisure; and the niunher of men 
exempted by a new clause in the act just j)as.'^cd is believed to be quite equal to that 
of those whose exemption is revoked. A law of a tew lines, repealing all class exemp- 
lioiiK would not only strengthen the forces in the Held, hut be still more beneficial, 
by al)ating the natural discontent and jealousy created in the Armv by the existence 
of classes privileged by law to remain in places of safety while their"f(>llow-citizeiis 
are e.-sposetl in tlie trenches and the field. 

The measure most needed, however, at the present time, for affording an effective 
increase to our military strength, is a. general militia law, mch as the Constitution 
authori/,es Congress to pass, by granting to it power "to provide for organizing, arm- 
ing, and disciplining the militia, and for governing such part of (hem as may be 
employed in the service of the Confederate States;" and the further jiower "to pro- 
vide for calling forth the militia to execute the laws of the Confederate States, su])- 
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press insurrections, and repel invasions." The necessity for the exercise of this 
power can never exist, if not in the circum.stances which now surround us. 

The security of the iStates against any encroachment by the Confederate Govern^ 
rnent is amply provided by the Constitution, by "reserving to the States, respectively, 
the appointment of the oflicers, and the authority of training the militia, according 
to the discipline prescribed by Congress." 

A law is needed to prescribe not only how and of what persons the militia are to 
be organized, but to provide the mode of calling them out. If instances be required 
to show tlie necessity for such general law, it is sufficient to mention, that in one case 
I iiave been informed by the governor of the State that the law does not permit him 
to call the militia from one county for service in another, so that a single brigade of 
the enemy could traverse the State, and devastate each county in turn, without any 
power on the part of the executive to use the militia for effective defense; while in 
another State the executive refused to allow tlie militia "to be employed in the 
service of the Confederate StiUes," in the absence of a law for that purpose. 

I have heretofore, in a confidential message to the two Houses, stated the facts 
which induced me to consider it neoessarj' that the privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus sh(iuld be suspended. The conviction of the nectissity of this measure has 
become deeper as the events of tlie struggle have been developed. Congress has not 
concurred with me in opinion. It is my duty to say that the time has arrived when 
th(! suspension of the writ is not simjdy axlvisable and expedient, but almost indis- 
pensable to the successful conduct of the. war. On Congress must rest the responsi- 
bility of declining to exercise a power conferred by the Constitution as a means of 
public safety, to bo used in periods of national jieril resulting from foreign invasion. 
If our present circumstances are not such as were contemplated when this power was 
conferrcid, I confess myself at a loss to imagine any contingency in which this clause 
of tlie Constitution will not remain a dead letter. 

With (lie prompt adoption of the measures above recommended, and the united 
and hearty cooperation of Congress and the peo])le in the oxecaition of ti;ie laws 
and t he defense of the country, we may enter upon the pn>s(!nt campaign with cheer- 
ful conrKlcnce in the result. ;\nd wlio can doubt the continued existence of that 
spirit and fortitude in the people, and of that constancy under reverses, wliich alone 
are needed to render our triumph secure? What other resotirce remains available 
but the undying, nn(^on<)uerable resolve to be free.' 

It has become certain, beyond all doulit or (juestion, tliat we must continue this 
struggle to a successful issue, or must make abject and unconditional submission to 
such terms as it shall please the (»n(jueror to impose on us, after our surrender. If 
a possible doubt c;ould exist, afler (he confi^rence between our commissioners and 
Mr. Lincoln, as recently reported Ui you, it miuUl bo dispelled by a recent occurrence, 
of which it is proper that you should lie informed. 

Congress will remember that in the confei ence above referred to, our commis- 
sioners were informed that the (Jovernjnont of the United States would not enter 
into any agreement or treaty whatever with the Confederate States, nor with any 
single State; that the only possible mode of obtaining peace was by laying down our 
arms, disbanding our forces, and yielding unconditional obedience to the laws of 
the United States, including those passed for the confiscation of our property, and 
the constitutional amendment for the abolition of slavery. It will further be 
remembered that Mr. Lincoln declared that the only terms on which hostilities 
could cease, were those stated in his message of December last, in which we were 
informed that in the event of our penitent submission, he would temper justice with 
mercy, and that the C|U(>stion whether we would be governed as dependent terri- 
tories, or permitted to have a representation in their Congress, was one on which he 
could promise nothing, but which would be decided by their Congress after our 
subiniasion liad been accepted. 

It lias not, however, been hitherto stated to you, that in the course of the con- 
ft'rence at Fortr(!SS Monroe, a suggestion was made by one of our commissioners that 
the objection entertained by Mr. Lincoln to treating with the Government of the 
(/'oid'ederacy, or with any separate State, might be avoided, by substituting for the 
usual mode of negotiating through commiss)oiK>rs or other diplomatic agents, 
the tnothod ,sometim(>s employed, of a military convention, to be entered into by 
the commanding generals of the armies of the two belligerents. This he admitted 
was a power (lossessed by him, though it was not thouglit commensurate with all the 
questions involved. As he did not accept the suggestion when made, he was after- 
wards requested to reconsider his conclusion upon the subject of a suspension of 
hostilities, which he agreed to do, but said that he had maturely considered of the 
plan, and had determined that it could not be done. 

Subsequently, however, an interview with General Longstreet was asked for by 
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General Ord, commanding the enemy's Army of the James, during wliich General 
Longstreet was informed by liim that there was a possibility of arriving at a eatis- 
factory adjustment of the present unhappy difficulties, by means of a military con- 
vention; and that if General Lee desired an interview on the subject, H would not 
be declined, provided General Lee had authority to act. This communication was 
supposed to be the consequence of the suggestion above referred to, and General 
Lee, according to instructions, wrote to General Grant on the 2d of this month, 
proposing to meet liim for conference on the subject, and stating that he was vested 
with the requisite authority. General (grant's reply stated that he had no authority 
to accede to the proposed conference; that bis power extended only to making a 
convention on subjects purely of a ndlitary character, and that General Ord_ could 
only have meant that an interview would not be refused on any subject on which he 
(General Grant) had the right to act. 

It thus appears that neither with the Confederate authorities nor the authorities 
of any State, nor through the commanding generals, will the Government of the 
United States treat or make any terms or agreement whatever for the cessation of 
hostilities. There remains, then, for us no choice but to continue the contest to a 
final issue— for the people of the Confederacy can be but little known to him who 
supposes it possible thi'v would ever consent to purchase, at the cost of degredation 
and slavery, permission to live in a country garrisoned by their own negroes and 
governed by officers sent by the conqueror to rule over them. 

Having thus fully plac'ed before you the information requisite to enable you to 
judge of the state of the country, the dangers to which we are exposed, and the 
measures of legislation needed for averting them, it remains for me but to invoke 
your attention to the consideration of those means by which, above all others, we 
may hope to escape the calamities that would result from our failure. Prominent 
above all others is the necessity for cainest and cordial cooperation between all 
departments of government, State and Confederate, and all eminent citi/.ens through- 
out the Confederacy. To you especially, as Senators and Keprc'sentatives, do the 
people look for en<-ouragement and counsel. To your action, not only in legislative 
halls, but in your homes, will tlieir eyes be turned for the example of what is 
befitting men who, by willing sacrifices on the altar of freedom, show that they 
are worthy to enjoy its blessings. 1 feel full confidence that you will (>oncur with 
me in the conviction that your public duties will not be ended when you shall have 
closed the legislati\ e luboi-s of the session, but that your voice will be heard, clioor- 
ing and encourjiKin<; the peopk; to that persistent fortitude which they have hitherto 
displayed, and animating them by the manifestation of that serene eoiifidence which 
in momenta of public danger is the distinctive ciiaracteristic of the patriot who 
derives courage from Jiis devotion to his country's <iestiny, and is thus enabled to 
inspire the like courage in others. 

Thus unite<l in a common and holy cause, rising above all selfish considerations, 
rendering all our means and faculties tributary to the country's welfare, let us bow 
submissively to the Divine will, and reverently invoke the blessing of our Heavenly 
Father, that as he protected and guided our sires when struggling in a similar cause, 
so he will enable us to guard saf(^ly our altars and our firesides, and maintain inviolate 
the political rights whi(^h we inherited.

But the suggested change in the mode of selection would 
impair the confidential relation which an aid shonhi bear to his chief, and be an 
unwelcome task to the appointing power.

Mr. Orr, from the select committee to whom was referred that 
portion of the message of the President of the Confederate States of 
the 13th instant lelating to the action of Congress during the present 
session, submitted the following report: 

The select committee to whom was referred so much of the President's message 
of tlie Rith instant as relates to the ai'tion of Congress during the present session, 
having duly considered the same, rt spc^ctfully submit the following report: 

The atteiifion of Congress is called by the President to the fact, that for carrying 
on the war successfully, there is urgent need of men and supplies for the Army. 

The measures passed by Congress during the present session, for recruiting the 
Army, are considered by the Prcsidont inefficient; and it is said that the results of 
the law authorizing the emi)loymeut of slaves as soldiers will be less than anticipated, 
in consequence of tlu; dilatory action of Congress in adopting the measure. That 
a law so radical in its character, so repugnant to the prejudices of our people, and so 
intimately affecting the organism of society, should encounter opposition and receive 
a tardy sanction, ought not to excite surprise, but if the policy and necessity of the 
measure had been seriously urged on Congress by an Executive message, legislative 
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action might have been quickened. The President, in no official communication to 
Congress, has recommended the passage of a law putting slaves into the Army as 
soldiers, and the message under consideration is the first official information that 
such a law would meet his approval. The Executive message transmitted to Con- 
gress on the 7th of November last suggests the proprietj' of enlarging the sphere of 
employment of the negro as a laborer, and for this purpose recommends that the 
absolute title to slaves be acquired by impressment, and as an incentive to the faith- 
ful discharge of duty, that the slaves thus acquired be liberated, with the permission 
of the States from which they were drawn. In this connection the following 
language is used: "If this policy should recommend itself to the judgment of Con- 
gress, it is su^ested that, in addition to the duties heretofore performed by the slave, 
he might be advantageously employed as pioneer and engineer laborer; and in that 
event that the number should be augmented to 40,000. Beyond this limit and these 
emphymentH it doen not seem to me dcsirahle, under existing cireuimtaucefi, to go." In 
the same message the President further remarks: "Tlie subject is to be viewed 
by us, therefore, solely in the light of policy and our social economy. When so 
regarded. I must dissent from those who advise a yeueral levy and arming of the slaves J'or the 
duty of soldiers. " It is n lanif est that the President in November last did not consider 
that the contingencv had then arisen which would justify a resort to the extraordi- 
nary policy of arming our slaves. Indeed, no other inference can be deduced from 
the language used by him, for he says: "Tliese considerations, however, are rather 
applicable to the im,probable contingenci/ of our need of resort 'aig to this element of resistance 
than to our present condition." The' Secretary of' War, in his repoit, under date of 
Novembers, seemed to concur in the opinion of the President, when he said: "While 
it is oncoui-aging to know this resource for further and future efforts is at our com- 
mand, my oini jiidgiiient does not uel either perceive the necessity or approve the policy of 
emploi/Ing slaves In the higher duties of suldierx." 

At 'wh'at jjeriod of the session tlie President or Secretary of War considered the 
improbable contingency had arisen, which required a resort to slaves as an element 
of resistance, does not appi!ar by any official document within the knowledge of 
yonrconunittee. Congi-ess might well have delayed action on this suV)ject until the 
l>resent moment, as the President, whose I'onstitutional duty it is "to give to the 
(.Jougress information of the state of the Confederacy," has never asked, in any 
authentic manner, for tlu; jiassage of a law authorizing the eni]>loyment of slaves as 
soldiers. The Senate, bow-ever, did notawait the tardy movements of the President. 
On the 29th December, 18(>4, the following resolution wtis adopted by the Senate, in 
secret session: 

" llesoleed, That the Presi<lent be re(|uested to inform the Senate, in secret session, 
as to the state of the finances in coruu^ctiou with the payment of the troops; the 
means of supplying the numitions of war, transportation, and subsistence; the con- 
dition of the Armv, and tlie |)ossibility of recruiting the same; the condition of our 
foreign relations, a"nd whether any aid or encouragement fi-oni abroad is e.Kpected, or 
has been sought, or is jjroposed; so that the Senate may liave a clear and exact view 
of tlui state of the country and of its future prospects, and what measures of legis- 
lation are required." 

In i-<>sponse to this resolution the President might well hav(s commumcated to the 
Senate his views as to the necessity and policy of armuig the slaves of the Confed- 
erat^y as a means of iniblic defense. No answer whatever has been made to the 
resolution. In addition to this, a joint committee was raised by Congress, under a 
concurrent rtsolution adopted in secret session on the 30th December, 1864. That 
committee, by tlic resolution creating it, was instructed " by conference with the Pres- 
ident, and by such other means as tluw sliall deem ])roper, to ascertain what are our 
reUable means of ])ubli(; defense, ])resent and prospective." 

A written report was made by the committee on January 25, 1865; and although it 
liad a conferen(!0 with the President, no allusion is made in the report to any gug- 
.'cstion by liim that the necessities of the country required the employment of 
slaves as 'soldiers. Under these circumstiuices. Congress, influenced no doubt by 
the opinion of tJeneral Lee, determined for itself the propriety, policy, and necessity 
of adojjting tlie measure in question. n,,,, , , . 

The recommendations of the President— to employ 40,000 slaves as cooks, team- 
sters, and as engineer and pioneer laborers— was assentecl to, and a law has been 
enacted at the present session for the purpose, without limit as to iiuinber. 

All the measures recommended by the President to promote the efliciency of the 
Army have been adopted, excejit the entire repeal of class exenipti<uis and soine 
m<>as"ures not suggested bv him-such as the creation of the office of general m chief- 
were originated and passed by Congress, with a view to the restoration of pubhc con- 
fidence, and the energetic administration of military affairs. 
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On the subject of exemptions the President, in his message of November / , uses 
the followino- language; "No pursuit nor position should reheve anyone who is 
able to do active dutv from enrollment in the Army, unless his functions or serx u es 
are more useful to the defense of his country in another sphere. But it is manifest- 
that this can not be the case with entire classes. All telegraph operators, workiiicii 
in mines professors, teachers, engineers, editors, and employees of newspapers, jour- 
neymen printers, shoemakers, tanners, blacksmiths, millers, physicians, and nuiner- 
0118 other classes mentioned in the laws can not, in the nature of things, be either 
equallv necessary in their several professions nor distributed throughout the country 
in such proportions that only the exact imml)ers required are found in each locality," 
etc The casual reader would infer that the laws, as they stood at the date of the 
message, exempted the classes enumerated by the President, as well as many other 
classes not mentioned by him. Such is not the fact. The only class exemptions 
alloweil by the laws then in force were the following: Ministers of religion; superin- 
tendents and physicians of asylums for the deaf, dumb, and blind, and of the insane; 
one editor for each newspaper, and such employees as the editor may certify on oath 
as indispenstibly necessary; the public printers of the Confederate and State govern- 
ments and their journevmen printers; one skilled apothecary in each apothecary 
store who was doing business as sui'.h on the 10th of October, 1862; physicians over 
30 years of age, and for the last seven years in practice; presidents and teachers of 
colleges, seminaries, and schools, and the superintendents, physicians, and nurses iii 
public hospitals; certain mail contractors and drivers of post (-oaches; certain oHicers 
and employees of railroad companies, and certain agriculturists or overseers. 

Otticers of the Hhite governments are not properly included among the exemi)ted 
classes, bc'cause it is conceded that Congress has no constitutional ])owerto coiiscribe 
them as -soldiers. Nor are Duiikards, Quakers, or other noncoinbatants regarded as 
belonging to class exeiuj)tions, because, under the act of June 7, 1864, the exemption 
of these persons is subject to the control of the Secretary of War. The exemption of 
agriculturists or overseers between the ages of 18 and 45 has been repealed at the 
present session. Tanners, slioeniakers, millers, blacksmiths, telegraph operators, 
and workmen in mines, enumerated bv the President as among the classes exempted, 
are not now and have not been since the passage of the actof 17tli February, 1864, 
exempted as a class. If railroad othcers and employees, and State officers, who are 
not constitutionally subject to conscription, be excluded, the classes now exempted 
east of the Mississippi Ri\ er embrace aboitt 9,000 men, one-third of whom aie phy- 
sicians, and nearly anotlier third are ministers of the gospel; the remaining thinl 
is principally composed of teachers, professors, printers and eni])loyees in news- 
])aper offices, and apothecari(!S. 

Ill remarkable contrast to the number of persons relieved from military service by 
the exemptions ab()\'e mentioned, the report of the Conscript .Bureau exhibits the 
fact that east of the Mississippi River 22,0^5 men have been detailed by Executive 
authority. In coiisetiuence of this abuse of the ])Owerot detail. Congress, at its jires- 
ent s<!ssibn, passi'<l an act revoking all details and limiting the exercise of that jiower 
in the futnre. The third sec'tion of this -m-X, exempting skilled artisans and niechan- 
u'.H from all military servii^e, which is excepted to by the I'lesident, and which has 
since been rep(>al(!d, was originally adopted in consequence of suggestions contained 
in the report of tlic Secretary of War. In alluding to the einbarrassinents encoun- 
tered by th(^ a<hninistrati\e 'bureaus, the Secretary says: "In addition, they have 
been constrained, by the stringent legislation of Congress, to relinquish their most 
active and exjMn-ienced agents and employees, and substitute them from more infirm 
and aged classes." Again: " Interferences of this kind are inevitably so prejudicial 
and disturbing, that it is hoped a well-devised and permanent system of providing 
and retaining in continuous employment a sufficient number of artisans, experts, and 
laborers for all essential operations may be devised and established." The truth is, 
that the bill originally introduced into the Senate, exempting skilled artisans and 
mechanics, was actually prepared in one of the bureaus of the War Department. 
Congress, therefore, had reason to supjiose that it would meet the sanction of the 
Executive. 

To conscribe the ministers of religion and require them to obtain details to preach 
the gospel, would shock the religious sentiment of the country, and inflict a greater 
injury on our cause than can be described. The conscription of editors and of the 
printei's necessary to the publication of newspapers would destroy the independence 
of the press and subject it to the control of the executive department of the (Jovern- 
ment. The railroad oflicers and employees are as necessary to the prosecution of the 
war as soldiers in the field. Physicians and apothecaries are essential to the health 
of the people, and no complaint has reached Congress of abuses in this class of 
exemptions. If the ediiration of youth be regarded as conducive to the maintenance 
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o£ society and the preservation of liberty, it is not perceived that the exemption of 
professors ol colleges and teacher.s of sfhools cAn be justly censnred. The Senate 
passed a bill coutaiiiiiig a section repealing the exemption allowed to mail contractors 
and drivers of post coaches; but at a sufjsequent stage of proceedings, and on the 
recommendation of a committee of conference, based on tlie urgent remonstrances of 
the Postmaster-General, the section alluded to was stricken out. 

The subject of class exemptions was called to the attention of Congress by the 
Executive' message of November last. It was carefully considered, and an act was 
paissed expressive of the views of the legislative department of the Government. 
The message under consideration recur,s to the same subject. It is to be regretted 
that the views of the legislative department of the Government have not met the 
favor of the Executive, and that he should ileem it both necessary and proper to 
express dissatisfaction with the matured opinion of Congress. 

It is true that Congress has failed to respond to the reeoniuiendation of the President 
to ena<!t a general militia law. The subject was considered, and tlie failure to a.ct 
was the result of deliberation. The conscription laws enacted by Congress have 
placed in the military service of the country all its able-bodied citizens between the 
ages of 17 and 50. The whole military material of the country, so far as legislation is 
concerned, is absorbed by the conscription acts. There is none left on which a militia 
law can operate except the exempted classes and the boys under 17 and the men 
over 50 years of age. It was deemed expedient to allow this material to remain subject 
to the control of the State authorities for the jxirposes of local police, to aid in the 
arrest of deserters, and to enforce the administration of State laws. 

It is also true that the President has recommended the passage of a law suspending 
the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus. This reconnnendation was the subject of 
a special message in secret session. It occupied the attention of Congress for four or 
live weeks. After mature deliberation the measure was laid aside as unimportant 
and inexpedient. Spies can be arrested ami tried .summarily Avithont suspending the 
writ of habeas corjjus. Conspii'acies tending in any manner to the injury of our cause 
were provided for by a special act passed at tlio present session — to define and punish 
(»ns|)iracy against tlie Confederate States. The States of North Carolina, (leorgia, 
and Mississippi had expressed, throngh their legislatures, great repugnance to the past 
legislation of Congress suspending the writ, and a large portion of the people 
throughout the country was arrayed against the policy of that legislation. It was 
deemed wise and prudent to coiK^iliate opposition at a time when dissensions are 
ruinous; and as the bonelits to be derived from the suspension of the writ were con- 
jectural, the deliberate judgment of Congress was expressed by its silence on the 
subject. It is to be regretted that tlie E.xecntive does not concur in these views, and 
again calls on Congress to revise its action and to susi)end tins writ of habeas corpus, 
as a measure "almo.st indispensable to the successful conduct of the war." If the 
facts stated in the confidential message alliuled to by the President be tlie basis of 
the opinion that the suspension of the writ "isindi.spensable to the successful conduct 
of the war," the Congress does not concur in that opinion. The writ has not been 
suspended since August last. It is not ])erceived that the military reverses of the 
country since that period were occasioned by the absence of tlie legislation asked for. 

In regard to impressments. Congress at the jircsent session has passed a bill dei^lar- 
ing that the terms "just compensation," as used in the Constitution, (mtitle the owner 
whose property is impressed to the market value thereof at the time and place of 
impressment. This legislation was considered ne(«ssary in consequence of judicial 
decisions in some of the States and because of the difliculty of procuring supplies on 
any other terms. Indeed, it was sn])posed that the Executive had reached the same 
conclusion, as the Commissary-General, on the 20th December, 18(14, had advertised 
that he would pav for supplies the price fixed by local appraisement, which is in fa(!t 
the market price. The President, in his annual message of November last, did not 
call the attention of Congress to any difliculties attendant on the; execution of tlie 
impressment laws. The present message, for the first time during this session, sug- 
gests modifications of those laws, and the recommendations of the President will 
doubtless receive the respectful consideration of Congress. It may well be doubted, 
however, whether the nresent siiecie value, payable in tlu; future, will induce the 
owner of property to part with if, and whether the passage of snch a measure would 
not result in a general concealment of provisions, and («nae(picnt starvation of the 
Army. 

It is apprehended by the President that some degree of embarrassment in tlie man- 
agement of the finances will be felt in consequence of the inadequate provision made 
by Congress, and it is intimated that some of the measures recommende<l by Inni 
were so retai-ded as to lose much of their value, and others after being matured \yerc 
for the same reason abandoned, because no longer applicable to our altered condition. 
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The only financial measure abandoned after bemg matured was the (currency bill 
reconimeuded by the Secretary of the Treasury and indorsed by the President m his 
annual message. It may be remarked that the failure to enact any fiscal measure 
which has not sufficient vitality to render it valuable and apphcable for the sl,ort 
period of four months does not deserve much regret. The currency bill waf^ reconi- 
mended to Congress and based on the condition the finances {^resented by the I resi- 
dent in his meisage and by the Secretary of the Treasury m his report. It was 
abandoned without regret because, at a subsequent period of the session it was ascer- 
tained that the arrears of public debt constituting cash demands on the Treasury 
exceeded by nearly four hundred millions the amount originally reported to Congress 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. The currency bill contemplated the reduction ot 
the currency to one hundred and fifty millions by a conversion of Treasury notes into 
tithe certificates, payable after the war, and by an annual application of a portion ot 
the taxes in the na:ture of a sinking fund. The Treasury notes receiyed tor tithe 
certificates were to be canceled. The military reverses, whiQh impaired the credit 
of the Government to such an extent as to destroy the salability of any of its bonds 
left little hope that Treasury notes would be exchanged for tithe certilicates. As 
soon as the enormous in('rease in the arrears of debt was discovered, as above men- 
tioned, all idea of reducing the currency was abandoned as impracticable lor these 
reasons the committee of conference having charge of the currency bill agreed to 
abandon it as a useless pledge of future resources without correspon(hng present 
advantage. Indeed, if the bill had been passed the first day ot the session it would 
have expired from inanition on the 9th of January, 1865, the day on which the 
Secretary of the Treasury reported to Congress the deficit ot lour hundred millions and 
recommended an increase of taxation to meet it. , , . , ^ ivt 

The tax bill is regarded by the President as liberal, though inadequate. ]So nation 
on earth ever conducted a protracted wai- by resources derived from taxation alone. 
The messages intimates a regret that the recommendation by the becretary ot tlie 
Treasury, of a tax on agricultural income, equal to the augmented tax on other 
income," payable in Treasury notes, was rejected by Congress. This is evidently a 
mistake, as it assumes there has been an increase of taxes on other than agricul- 
tural incomes. The present income taxes are those laid by the act ot April, 18b,5, as 
amended and reeiiacted on the 17th of February, 1864. To require the agriculturist 
to pay a tax on the income derived from his farm, in addition to the one-tenth ot his 
"ross productions, and the property tax of 9 per cent ad valorem would be mani- 
festly unjust and oppressive. After the delivery of his tithe, to tax the income of 
the agriculturist derived from the property producing the tithe would leave little tor 
family subsistence, for the purchase of supplies necessary for carrying on his agricul- 
tural operations, and for the pavment of the ad valorem tax on his property. 
Congress, therefore, did not concur in the recommendation of the Secretary ot the 
Treasury', believing it to be highly inexpedient. . 

The recommendations of the Secretary of the Treasury have, m the mam, received 
the approbation ot Congress, and every disposition has been manifested to cooperate 
with him The tax bill adopted verv nearlv approximates the rate desired by Inm. 
He recommended 10 per cent on property. Congress has imi)0sed a tax ot 9 per 
cent A new foreign loan was authorized in secret session at his reiiuest, witliout 
any iiniitation on his authoritv, except as to the amount. A transfer of certain ster- 
ling funds abroad was, by joint resolution, directed to be made from the JS'avy to the 
Treasury i:fforts were made to raise specie. A bill was passed m the Senatt>, m 
secret session, to accomplish that object by the sale of certain licenses. It is under- 
stood the bill was defeated in the House of Representatives by the acquiescence, if 
not at the instigation, of the Secretary of the Treasury. It appears, from the corre- 
spondence submitted to Congress, that the Secretary of War, as early as the 18th ot 
February notified the President of the embarrassed condition of his I)e])artment, 




virtue in Executive action. There is every disposition on the part of Congress to 
comply with the recommendations of the President, and some means ot raising the 
coin desired will no doubt be devised. It is unfortunate that the necessity for com 
in the Commissary Department was not made known until the message under con- 
sideration was received. The use of coin in one department of the Government is 
calculated to superinduce the necessity for its use in all other departments; and 
hence the policy of the proposed measure, in a financial view, is very questionable. 
The necessity for supplies, however, overrides all other considerations. If prac- 
ticable, it would be wiser to employ the specie in the purchase of Treasury notes and 
then use the notes to obtain supplies. 
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Nothing is more desirable than concord and cordial cooperation between all depart- 
ments of Government. Hence your committee regret that the Executive deeined it 
necessary to transmit to Congress a message so well calculated to excite discord and 
dissension. But for the fact that the success of the great struggle in which the 
country is engaged depends as much on the confidence of the people in the legislative 
as in the executive department of the Government, the message would have been 
received without comment. Your committee would have preferred silence. It has 
been induced to an opposite course, because they believe Congress would be derelict 
in its duty to permit its legitimate and constitutional influence to be destroyed by 
Executive admonitions, such as those contained in the message under consideration, 
without some public exposition of its conduct.
